Butte, Mont., May 20.—Ten feet 
of snow is reported from Coutts,

m om eter Is ranging from 4 to 6 
degrees below zero. 
T raffic on 
the G reat N orthern is seriously 
interfered w ith by the drifting 
snow and the trains are being 
operated only tinder the greatest 
difficulty. 
Conservative 
esti­ 
m ates tonight place the loss of 
stock a t about 90,000. 
T his loss 
will be swelled by the ruin of 
the fru it crop throughout north­ 
ern Montayia, which it is under­

storm was followed by frost of 
the most dam aging kind and all 
garden stuffs have 
felt its ef­ 
fects.

"I hrtvf been suffering from a nervous 
ailment for the past 3) years and only a 
few days ago I noticed that I was getting 
much worse and I was afraid to face it. 
Beside 1 have been having a whole lot of 
trouble in Wall street lately and so I de­ 
termined to end it all." 


The doctors say that there is no doubt 
Seligman will he able to leave the hos­ 
pital in a few days.

Roosevelt today completed his tour of 
C alifornia and entered upon the last 
stages of his long trip which is to end 
a t W ashington June 6. H is journey to­ 
day has been through the m ountainous 
region around M ount Shasta where the 
tow ns are few and far between and 
consequently he has been called upon 
to do but little speech-m aking. W here 
his train did stop, however, he w as m et 
by large and enthusiastic crowds. Gov­ 
ernor Pardee, 
of 
California, who has 
been with the president alm ost continu­ 
ously since he entered th a t state, bade 
him good by a t H ornebrook and in the 
short address the president made there 
he said he was very sorry to p art w ith 
him. 


The president made his longest speech 
of the day a t Dunsm uir, California. "I 
think th a t I can say,” he said, “th a t I 
cam e to C alifornia a pretty good A m er­ 
ican and I go aw ay a better one. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 


' Glad though I am th at 1 have been 
able to see your wonderful products, 
your plains and your m ountains, your 
rivers, to see the great cities springing 
up, nrost of all have I enjoyed meeting« 
the men and women to whom we owe 
w hat has been done w ith mine and rail­ 
road, and lum bering cam p and irrigated 
field and the ranch and the counting 
house, the men and women who have 
m ade California w hat she is." 


The Gospel of Work. 


"I pity no m an because he has to 
work. 
If he is w orth his salt he will 
work. I envy the m an who has a work 
w orth doing and does it well; and surely 
no m an alive is more w orthy of adm ira­ 
tion than these men to whom it is given 
to build up giant com m onw ealths like 
this. 
It Is the fact of doing the w ork 
well th a t counts, not the kind of work 
as long as .that, work is honorable. 
I 
speak to citizens of a com m unity which 
has reached its present pitch of pros­ 
perity because they have done each his 
duty as his lines are laid. To the true 
Am erican nothing can be m ore alien 
than the spirit either of envy or of con­ 
tem pt for another who is leading a life 
as a decent citizen should lead it. 
In 
this country we have room for every 
honest m an 
who 
spends 
his life in 
honest efforts-; we 1iave no room either 
for the m an of m eans who in a spirit of 
arro g an t baseness looks down upon the 
man less well off, or for the m an who 
envies his neighbor because th a t neigh­ 


bor happens to be better off. 
ICither 
feeling is a’base feeling, unw orthy of a 
self-respecting man. 
I used the word 
envy m yself ju st now but I did not use 
it in a bad sense. 
If you use envy in 
the ordinary sense of the word, its ex­ 
istence implies a feeling of inferiority 
in the m an who feels it, a feeling th at a 
self-respecting m an will be asham ed to 
have. 
If the m an is a good American 
and is doing his work squarely- he need 
not envy anybody, because he occupies 
a position such as no one. else in Any 
other country, in any other age, lias 
occupied; and because we hold our citi­ 
zenship so high, because we feel and 
have the right to feel satisfaction with 
w hat our people have done, we should 
also feel that, the only spirit in which 
to regard any other m an who does well 
is a spirit of kindly regard and good 
will, if he acts squarely; if he does not, 
then you regard him as a man to feel 
public scorn and public contem pt. 


Self-Respecting Majority. 


"It is, of course, a perfectly trite say­ 
ing thafr in no oountry is it so necessary 
to have decency, honesty, self-restraint 
in the average citizen as. a republic, a 
democracy, for successful self-govern­ 
m ent is founded upon th a t high average 
citizenship 
am ong 
our 
people; 
and 
and Am erica has eone on as she has 
gone because we have that high aver­ 
age of citizenship. 
Our governm ent is 
based upon the self-respecting m ajority. 
Our governm ent has so far escaped the 
twin dangers of 
the other 
republics, 
governm ent by a plutocracy or govern­ 
m ent 
by 
a 
mob, 
either 
of 
them 
absolutely alien 
to American 
ideals. 
From the days of W ashington to the 
days of Lincoln we went onward and 
upw ard because the average American 
w as of the stu ff th a t m ade the nation 
go onw ard and upw ard. 
We cannot be 
dragged up, we have got to push our­ 
selves up. All you have to do is to com­ 
pare w hat other nations have done with 
governm ents founded as ours, the same 
type of constitution, the sam e type of 
law 
which 
nevertheless 
have 
failed, 
have produced chaos because they did 
not haVe the right type of citizen back 
of the law, the right type of citizen to 
work out the destiny of the nation un­ 
der and through the law. 
Of course 
we need law ; we> need even more, the 
honest and fearless enforcem ent of the 
law, enforcem ent in a spirit of Absolute­ 
ly fair play to all men, showiffg favor­ 
itism. to none, doing justice. t$ifta£h. 
>ieed such taws, such adiiiiiiU tratkm ef 


laws, but most of all we need to keep up 
th at for the lack of which nothing else 
can ntone in any people, the average 
standard of citizenship. 
In our life 
what, we need is not so much genius, 
not so much brilliancy, as the ordinary 
commonplace everyday qualities which 
a man needs in private life, and which 
he needs just as much in public life. 


"In coming across, the continent from 
the A tlantic to the Pacific the tiling that 
has struck me most is that fundam ental, 
ly, wherever one goes 
in this 
broad 
country, a good American is a good 
A m erican." 


A Great Commonwealth. 


Tile president also spoke at Sls.son 
and Montague, Calif., at the latter place 
he sa id: 


"W hen my trip was marie up I asked 
why it was necessary to give relatively 
four times as much time to California 
as to any other state. 
I understand 
now. (Applause.) 
1 only wish It had 
brer. por-sibK- tu inakc it ciyiii. timea as 
m uch ins.tond. 
This m orning I have 
been greatly impressed 
in 
traveling 
through these m ountains and meeting 
the men who have dune so rmtoh in 
lumbering, as 1 have already met the 
men of the mines and ranches; of the 
commerce and industries of the great 
cities. This s,tate in boundaries and re­ 
sources is greater than m any an old 
world em pire; and think w hat it is to 
be a citizen of a union in which a com­ 
m onwealth like this is a state." 


The president was greeted by ti.OOO 
people as his train pulled into Ashland 
this evening at a quarter to 7 o’clock, 
where he made his, first stop within the 
confines of Oregon.

sands were cheering as the president 
stepped out upon the roar platform of 
his car for a 15-minute speech which he 
introduced by expressing the peculiar 
pleasure he felt at entering the state 
nf Oregon for the first time.

D istrict A ttorney H enry Trowbridge 
yesterday naade application to Judge 
Seeds, presiding in the district court, 
for a new grand jury. 
The court took 
the application under advisem ent. 


In asking the court to call another 
jury, Mr. Trow bridge based his ac­ 
tion on the urgent request of the recent 
ju ry th at such a body be called to com­ 
plete investigations of 
great 
im por­ 
tance th at could not be finished in the 
tim e allotted. 
The 
grand 
ju ry was 
probing into m atters of g reat m om ent 
to the taxpayers of the county when 
the term of court .expired. 


The application w as 
m ade 
at 2;45 
o'clock yesterday 
afternoon 
in 
the 
crim inal division of the district court. 
In laying before Judge Seeds the re­ 
port of the jury, Mr, Trow bridge said: 
Mr. Trowbridge’s Statement. 


"There is a m atter I defeire to present 
to the court and your honor is to judge 
the propriety of calling a new grand 
ju ry for the purpose of com pleting m a t­ 
ters which the grand ju ry which ad ­ 
journed upon the last day of the term 
ju st closed 
left 
uncompleted. 
As is 
shown by the report of the grand jury, 
which I now hold in my hand, and a 
portion of which I will read to your 
honor, it is very apparent th a t there 
were m atters a t grave im portance u n ­ 
der Investigation before the jury, a full 
and complete investigation 
of 
which 
and the real facts as to the crim inality 
or w ant of crim inality of certain per­ 
sons involved in the transaction it was 
impossible to reach in the short tim e 
during which the ju ry w as compelled to 
finish its labor. 
And, 
therefore, 
we 
would respectfully aslc th a t your honor, 
as presiding judge of this court con­ 
tinue, or allow the investigation to be 
continued, by the lm panelm ent of a new 
grand jury. There are also other m at­ 
ters which, really, so fa r as the report 
discloses, haven’t been touched upon, 
and which I m ay say from the position 
I occupied w ith reference to the grand 
jury, have been investigated but lit­ 
tle owing to the short time. 
W e ask. 
th a t these m atters m ay be gone into. 


At the Beginning. 


“I m ay say th at when the grand ju ry 
actually commenced Its labors, it left 
but about three weeks of tim e for the 
investigation of any m atters th at m ight 
be necessary. 
A petition which is on 
file, and which was presented to the 
district attorney by num erous citizens 
of this county, representing 
not only 
taxpayers of very large am ounts, but 
also citizens generally, asks an inves­ 
tigation of m atters concerning the con­ 
duct of county officials and city of­ 
ficials of Colorado Springs. It w as ap ­ 
parent a t the very outset th at it was 


im possible to complete any line of ex­ 
tensive investigations in the short time 
th a t intervened before the commence­ 
m ent of this term ; therefore, we were 
compelled a t once to decide, if possi­ 
ble, upon some investigations which we 
thought m ight be fully completed. 
As 
would be apparent to any person who 
attem p ted .to m ake those investigations 
it w as very obvious before we got fa. 
th a t testim ony concerning the inside 
facts of transactions which, a t least, 
looked suspicious, 
were 
requiring a 
g reat deal of w hat we m ight call hard 
pressing of witnesses. 
The witnesses 
were exceedingly unw illing to give the 
facts which they knew, and which, of 
course, they were compelled under oath 
to disclose. 
A protracted investigation 
of m atters which we did go into, con­ 
cerning which the 
jury 
reported in 
their report, they were unable to com­ 
plete fully. 
The fact that the investi­ 
gation of these m atters w as protracted 
necessarily prevented the investigation 
of other m atters intended when the jury 
w as im paneled. 


“I call your honor’s attention to the 
substance of some of those m atters in 
this report which is on file and which 
the ju ry referred to as far as they 
could w ithout disclosing the facts, and 
w hich ought 
not to be at present dis­ 
closed. 


Many Witnesses Examined. 


“ ‘W e have exam ined a large num ber 
of w itnesses in regard to the various 
subjects which have been brought to 
our attention through proper channels, 
and while we have been able to obtain 
sufficient evidence, as we believe, to 
w a rra n t us in finding true bills which 
have, been prsented to the court, there 
has been brought before us a consider­ 
able m ass of evidence relating to other 
m atters which 
we 
honestly 
believe 
should be thoroughly investigated, but 
which lack of tim e prevents us from 
considering and arriving a t a complete 
and satisfactory conclusion as to the 
guilt or the Innocence of the parties 
Involved. 
S ev eral'o f 
these 
m atters, 
which are of great im portance, have re­ 
quired very extensive research in order 
to get a t w hat appeared to be the sub­ 
stan tial facts upon which proper action 
of the grand ju ry could be based.' 


“AlpB'rJAs we are advised, the order of 
the ..eourt calling the grand jury, was 
b ased ’ in part upon a petition of the 
citizens and 
taxpayers 
of El Paso 
county In relation thereto, requesting 
an Investigation, among other things, 
into the affairs of the city of Colorado 
Springs and El Paso county. 
In fol­ 
low ing, w hat we deemed to be our line 
of d uty in this regard we have a t least 


partially m ade such investigation.' 


"In closing they say. 'W e regret that 
we are compelled to close our labors in 
the m idst of the investigation of very 
im portant m atters to the citizens and 
taxpayers of i‘Il Paso county. 
These 
labors can only be completed by a n ­ 
other grand jury which, in our judg­ 
m ent. should be im m ediately called by 
this honorable court to carry on the 
work which has been begun, hut only 
partially finished. 
We make this rec­ 
om m endation because we earnestly be­ 
lieve th at the work of a grand jury, 
expensive though it be. is less expen­ 
sive to the citizens and taxpayers than 
is the conduct of lawless and dishonest 
officials, who, when 
unrestrained 
by 
wholesome fear of investigations of this 
character, will plunler and despoil the 
people.

objects sought to be finished, but p ar­

ju ry .” 


Judge Seeds replied: “The court will 
take the m atter under advisem ent and 
announce a t some other date the judg­ 
m ent of the court as to the necessity of 
calling another grand ju ry .”

W ashington, May 16.— Marked copies 
of Jewish 
newspapers 
and personal 
representations are pouring in on the 
state department, all relating to the 
reported killing and maltreatm ent of 
Jews in Bessarabia.

these show misunderstanding of the 
situation and of the lim itations of the 
powers of the state department in deal­ 
ing with the matter. 
Ambassador Mc­ 
Cormick has been criticised for deny­ 
ing that any massacre occurred. 
It is 
said at the department that the am­ 
bassador made no statem ent of his own 
on the subject. 
He simply transmitted 
the reply of the Russian government to 
a request made by the United States 
that relief funds be admitted for dis­ 
tribution among 
the sufferers. 
The 
Russian government’s reply, published 
at the time, was that there was no 
such suffering as had been reported and 
no occasion for relief. 
Mr. McCor­ 
mick could not question the veracity 
of his official informant and he sent 
the denial along without comment, dis­ 
tinctly placing it upon the Russian gov­ 
ernment. 


The state department feels tnat it 
can do no more than it has done in the 
cause of the oppressed Jews. It has not 
learned officially that a single one of 
them is an American citizen; so it has 
no'w arrant for interference. 
There is 
on parallel between cases of me Jews 
in Roumania and those in Russia. 
In 
the first case it is said at the depart­ 
ment that the United States had a 
ground for intervention because the 
Roumanian governm ent’s action was 
injuring the United States by dumping 
a horde

SERIOUS RIOT AT 


RIDGEPORT, CONN.

Bridgeport, Conn., May IT.—The at­ 
tempt made by the officials of the Con­ 
necticut Railway & Lighting company 
to run their cars with non-union men 
today resulted in a riot in which at 
least 32 men were injured. The sheriff 
says that another such outbreak as oc­ 
curred today will make the calling out 
of the state troops inevitable. 
A t the 
present time It is supposed that the 
county sheriff will supersede the police 
in the control of the city. 


This morning six trojley cars were 
started out on the Barnum and State 
street line. 
There were large crowds 
around the car sheds at the time the 
cars were manned by 12 of the 130 non­ 
union men brought to this city yester­ 
day by the trolley company. There was 
no disturbance of any kind for a couple 
of hours. When the first car, however, 
had completed its third round trip and 
was directly in front of the Wheeler 
& Wilson factory where a crowd of at 
least 130 persons had gathered, a bom­ 
bardment of stones began. 


Deputy Sheriffs Hendrie and Plumb 
who were riding on the car, plunged 
into the crowd to arrest a man whom 
they had seen throwing a stone. 
He 
was seized and with much difficulty 
dragged 50 feet to the car. The stone- 
thrower was a big fellow and struggled 
so fiercely that a policeman who was 
standing near by went to the assistance 
of the sheriffs. 
Immediately 
Mayor 
Dennis Mulvihill was 
seen 
hurrying 
through the mob. He rushed up to the 
policeman and ordered him to take his 
hands off the prisoner. 
He then told 
the deputy sheriffs that they had better 
let the man go.

Bricks, stones 
and everything that could be thrown 
was hurled at the barns and anything 
that belonged to the compnay in the 
vicinity. 


At this point Mayor Mulvihill 
says 
that the sergeant and nine policemen 
who were stationed at the car barns 
were entirely unable to cope with the 
mob and he sent for Chief Coffin of the 
fire department. 


After a short consultation the latter 
ordered out engine company No. 6 and 
a line of hose. 
Superintendent Bing­ 
ham also ordered, every man to operate 
with the firemen’ and finally the mob 
slowly fell back before the water. One 
of the strike breakers was assisting 
the firemen in holding the hose when a 
well-directed brick struck him on the 
head and knocked him to the ground 
senseless.

persed the firemen and extra policemen 
were ordered back to their quarters and 
the regular detailed force guarded the 
barns. 


Officials of the trolley company will 
hot reveal the names of the men in­ 
jured. It is positively known, however, 
that not a man of the 12 who were on 
the six cars escaped injury of some 
kind. Every one of them as they stood 
on the platform of their cars while go­ 
ing into the barns was seen to be bleed­ 
ing profusely from the head and face. 
In addition to the trolley men injured, 
Roadmaster Davis, of the trolley com­ 
pany. was severely Injured by a stone 
which struck him on the head. Sheriffs

magnets for the mob as well as the 
strike breakers for each of them was 
struck in different parts of the body at 
least a dozen times.

Leidig and Leonard are encamped in 
the Bridal Veil meadows tonight, near 
the banks of the Merced in a grove of 
pines and firs; alm ost within the spray 
of the beautiful Bridal Veil falls, the 
chief executive is resting after one of 
the most memorable days of his life. 


At 3 o’clock this afternoon the party 
ai-rived from the Vernal falls at the 
Happy Isles. 
Although the party had 
been hovering above the Yosemite since 
early morning, first at the heights of 
Glacier point, then above the 
great 
panorama wall near the Vernal falls and 
later at the Nevada and Vernal« falls, 
yet this was their first entrance to the 
floor of the valley. 
There, were but 
few there to meet him because his point 
of entrance was not known to anyone, 
not even the members of his party. He 
spoke kindly to those there and then 
came down the valley via Camp Curry 
and to the Sentinel hotel. 


Shortly before 4 o'clock the 
party 
was seen approaching the Sentinel ho­ 
tel. A few moments later they had ar­ 
rived at the hotel and were greeted by 
President Wheeler and others. 


The president alighted and for a few 
minutes he spoke pleasantly to a few 
members of his party.

Limajntour and Silver Question 


Jose Limantour, Mexico’s minister of 
finance, has been in New York confer­ 
ring with leading financiers. 
His mis­ 
sion is to arrange fQr placing the cur­ 
rency of Mexico upon the gold basis. 


Just when this shall be done depends 
to some extent upon pending negotia­ 
tions with certain governments of the 
far east, whose people are leading con­ 
sumers of silver. 
That the policy will 
be carried out there is no doubt. 
No 
progressive and well-governed country 
is now content with the silver standard 
of currency. 


Yet it seem s but yesterday that a 
great political party waged a presiden­ 
tial campaign 
upon 
thé 
assumption 
that it w as possible to legislate into sil­ 
ver a value it did not possess in the 
•markets of the world, 
and 
declared 
American freedom would be at an end 
unless we put our money 011 the stand­ 
ard from which Mexico is now trying 
to get away. 


The truth was, of course, that silver 
was passing as a standard 
of value, 
as 
the cattle standard 
of 
the Ho­ 
meric poems and as the copper standard 
of the early Roman republic had passed. 
The verdict of the American people at 
the polls in 1896 was a formal recogni- 
tiôn of this fact, of which all the world 
took notice and upon which govern­ 
ments have since steadily acted. 


Of the 41 
foreign 
governments of 
whose coins th e secretary of the United 
States treasury look notice in his proc­ 
lamation of October 1, 1896, fixing their 
value in American money, 15 were le­ 
gally upon the gold standard, 11 were 
still experimenting with bimetallism 
and 15 were on the- silver standard. 


Of the 41 foreign governments enu­ 
merated in the similar proclamation is- 


sued 011 October 1, 1902, not one was sti 
attem pting to make both silver ami go| 
standards of. value.

Of the 15 avowedly on the silv| 
basis in 1896, only Bolivia, China, 0 
lombia, Ecuador, Guatemala, HondunJ 
Nicaragua, Salvador and Mexico stJ 
remained upon it. 


Of the 26 governments which in isI 
were giving more or less countcnunf 
to bimetallic and silver standard the! 
ries there remained on the silver li] 
at the end of 1902 only seven small 
backward Latin-American states 
Mexico and China, which really lias 
standard at all. 
It is not surprislij 
that Mexico is weary of such cnmpaJ 
and is seeking to get away from tf 
commercial and industrial 
hamluaj 
that the silver standard imposes. 


As races and empires rise and fall 
do metals. At one time there is rcasi 
to believe, silver was as “precious" I 
metal as gold. 
Its manner of occu| 
rence and the work of winning it ofi'erf 
greater difficulties to primitive meta 
lurgy. 
Its name is still the synonyj 
for “money” in several great languag 
But the advancement of science mal 
it too common to serve as a standard j 
value. 


In the arts, for household utensils, 
as material for small divisions of 
currency it will doubtless continue 
be used. 
Amoiig the poverty-stri k 
myriads of Asia, stores of it wil 
tinue to be the, symbol of wealth. R| 
.with modern civilized rnen, as a stani 
ard of value In. their, industry and coi 
merce, silver is passing, to join the pij 
cession of cattle and'wampum and cc* 
per.—(Inter Ocean.

The Gold Coin whistle, shrieking the 
whole time, awakened the people of tlie 
city and in a short time, many willing 
hands were carrying- furniture 
from 
surrounding houses, and assisting the 
fire department. 
This evening the en­ 
tire block of buildings is a mass 
of 
smouldering ruins. 


A Mrs. Bush who resides across the 
street from the scene of the fire, died 
with fright. 
She was a widow about 
60 years old and has not been well for 
the last year, as some 12 months ago 
her only son was killed b>. f ull ing down 
a shaft near the Independence mine. 


The fire covered about a quarter of 
a block on First street and Spicer. The 
buildings were owned by Oni. Philpott, 
Mrs. Phillips, Mrs. Fox and a number 
of the vacant ones w-ere owned by peo­ 
ple whose names could not be learned. 
Practically all of the people who were 
burned out were tenants and had lived 
in the buildings only a short time. The 
w7hoIe loss is estimated at between ¡57,(100 
and $S,000, partially covered by insur­ 
ance.

THE CHURCH AND THE SABBATH. 


B 


ISHOP LAW RENCE of M assachusetts in a recent 
address declared th at the church w as losing ground. 


Said he: 


"So far as statistics can show it is doubtful if 
the churc.h has been keeping pace w ith the popula­ 
tion. 
T he church is not apparently increasing in 
num ber or power. 
A g reat proportion of the intel­ 
ligent m en and leaders of our com m unities have no 
interest in the church. 
M any of the finest characters 
are outside the church. 
Infidelity, sincere and insin­ 
cere. is all about us. 
More than th a t the interest in 
com m ercial, m aterial, social and intellectual life is 
gaining a stronger hold on the people. 
The tests of 
life am ong m any are in social and financial suc­ 
cess. 
Sport and am usem ent have made great in­ 
roads on our Sunday congregations.” 


It is m ost assuredly a fact th at the old "P u ritan Sab­ 
b a th ” is disappearing; and it is probably true th at the 
nuinerical strength of the churches is not increasing in 
proportion to the population. 


W hether or not th is is due to a lack of piety or to a 
different view of Sabbath observance is an open question. 


It m u lt be generally adm itted th a t a disrespect for the 
L ord’s day is not helpful to a people or beneficial to a 
country. 
A reverence for the Sabbath and for sacred 
things is a part of the foundation of the republic. 
It 
will indeed be a. bitter day when horse-racing and base­ 
ball take the place of churches and Sunday school. 


L et us bear in mind this fact, however, for it is a 
condition and not a theory: in the old days of the P u ri­ 
ta n s there was far m ore out-of-door life than now; fewer 
factories, m ore work in the fields and farm s, and in all. 


r healthier style of living. 
The dem and for recreation 
comes from those who are cooped tip for six days in a shop 
or factory, w ithout sunlight and w ithout fresh air. and 
who find on Sunday th e only opportunity of getting the 
outdoor life which they require. 


There is, therefore, a good deal of allow ance to be 
m ade for these classes of w orkers who seek recreation 
of th is character. 
But those who go beyond th is and 
tu rn the Sabbath into a holiday or day of sport m ust 
m eet w ith condem nation. 


AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 


T 


H E DIFFICULTY of am ending the C onstitution of 
the U nited States has been strikingly illustrated 
in connection w ith the agitation for the election of 
senators of the United States by direct vote of the people. 


H ere was a propaganda which was carried on th ro u g h ­ 
out th e length and breadth of the country. 
No political 
theory in recent years has been more strenuously and 
generally urged. 


And yet the net result has been thus far th at 21 
states have passed resolutions asking congress to subm it 
an am endm ent to the prople. or call a constitutional con­ 
vention to propose such an am endm ent 
Fourteen states 
have refused to take action in the prem ises, and 10 others 
have not considered the question at all. 


U nless tw o-thirds of the states, 30 of them , request 
congress to take, action, th a t body need pay no heed to 
th eir dem ands.' W hen tw o-thirds of the states have acted, 
however, it becomes incum bent upon congress to act. 
It w ill be necessary, therefore, to get at least nine out 
of the ten states which have not yet considered the sub­ 
ject, in order to have the necessary tw o-thirds. 
W hether 
or not such a large m ajority of the states yet uncom ­ 
m itted could be obtained is a m atter of considerable 
doubt. 
It is to be noted, therefore, th a t there m ust be an 
alm ost universal dem and for an am endm ent before it 
can become an accom plished fact. 


It m ay be, however, th a t the senate of the U nited 
States, w hich is strongly opposed to such an am endm ent, 
will finally conclude to subm it such an am endm ent rath er 
Uian ru n the risk of a constitutional convention. 
For, 
if th is convention actually got in session, it would 1 e 
lifflcult to predict ju st w here it would stop in the m atter 
»f subm itting am endm ents to the people, for it would' 
not necessarily be confined to the dircct elections am end- 
u en t, b u t could propose as m any as its m em bers saw fit. 


THE POSTOFFICE CHARGES. 


T 


H E R E is a disposition am ong certain adm inistration 
papers to m ake light of the charges m ade in con­ 
nection w ith th e postoffice departm ent. 
A careful 
perusal of the letter of S. W . Tulloch, form erly cashier 
of th e W ashington city postoffice, indicates th at there are 
a num ber of m atters which will bear investigation. 
And 
Mr. Tulloch, despite the sneers aim ed a t him, is doing a 
public service in calling attention to these irregularities. 


The W ashington' city postoffice appears to have been 
from 1899, at least, the vehicle which was used for pay­ 
ing various and sundry political debts. 
N um erous per­ 
sons w ere placed upon the pay roll and charged to this 
office w ithout any request of the postm aster. 
Some were 
p u t on as laborers when there was no labor for them to 
perform , and in m ost cases they never appeared to do any 
w ork, if there had been any for them to do. 
W omen 
w ere p u t on as scrub women and charw om en, who never 
turned th eir hands in the perform ance of these lowly but 
useful duties. 
Many politicians who had to be cared for 
w ere sent traveling over the U nited States, ostensibly in 
th e interests of the postoffice departm ent, but really to 
give them a sem blance of duty in order th at they m ight 
draw th eir salaries and expenses. 
O thers were sent to 
P orto Rico and distan t points in the alleged interests of 
th e m ilitary division of th e departm ent. 
T heir accom­ 
plishm ents, however, would not fill a very large book. 


Mr. Tulloch is probably quite correct when he states 
th a t the verbal instructions given in connection w ith these 
political appointees were m ore illum inating than appeared 
from the bare statem ent of the recorded facts. 
He was 
told;, for exam ple, th a t certain persons would be placed on 
the pay roll, and he was given an “allow ance'’ w ith which 
to pay them , b u t was told privately not to w orry them 
w ith any duties. 
T he apparent purpose was to give these 
people sinecures for political services rendered or to be 
rendered. 
T here was a great deal of carelessness in the 
m atter of vouchers for lump sums for car fares and ex­ 
penses, but everything seemed to go upon a free and easy 
plan and no questions w ere asked. 
The official who 
m ade too m any protests w as relieved of his job. 


T aken all in all it seem s to have been a clear case of 
p ro stitu tin g th at g reat public institution, the postoffice 
departm ent, to th e service of a clan of politicians in order 
to pay th eir cam paign debts. 


THE HIGHEST PATRIOTISMS 


T 


H E QUESTION often arises in the m inds of the 
thoughtful citizens as to ju s t w hat constitutes the 
highest patriotism and love of country. T here are 
those who affirm th a t the th in g to do is to be blind 
to the nation's faults, to condone its blunders, and, in 
short, to be alw ays ready to throw up one’s h a t for the 
D ecatur theory, "m y country rig h t or w rong.” 


This theory and practice is so alluring th a t it is dif­ 
ficult for men to w ithstand the tem ptation and the ten­ 
dency to adopt it as a rule for all occasions. 


There are other persons who believe th a t inasm uch 
as the nation is composed of citizens and th a t those citi­ 
zens are liable to error th a t it is only the p art of wisdom 
to point out wherein the m istakes have been m ade in 
order th at they m ay not be repeated. 


The doing of this duty, if it be done in the rig h t spirit, 
requires a good deal of m oral courage and independence. 
It is much easier to follow the crowd th an it is to th in k 
for one's self. 


But it is m anifestly absurd for a m an to throw aside 
his cherished principies as he would a w orn-out garm ent, 
sim ply because the m ajority of people differ w ith him. 
Even though he may be wrong, if his reason rem ains u n ­ 
convinced it is the part of self respect to stand his ground, 
and rem ain true to himself. 
Blind, 
unreasoning love 
which neither reproves nor corrects is no better for a 
country than it is in the fam ily circle. 


R ight along th is line we find some thoughts w hich were 
expressed in a terse and vigorous style by Dr. W illiam 
E verett in a recent address. 
It is an ill-regulated em o­ 
tion, declared Dr. Everett, which we place above reason 
and the law of God. when we proclaim our devotion to 
our country right or wrong. 


"W hat is our country? 
It is not hills and 
valleys and expanse of territo ry ; it is the men 
and women who have set up for them selves a 
governm ent, and it is not the men and women 
alone who live at the present time, but those 
who have gone before and left, high trad i­ 
tions and those who will come after and are 
entitled to a w orthy inheritance. 
If the gov­ 
ernm ent is the people, is it alone or chiefly 
those to whom the m ass of the people have 
confided the m aking of the laws and the di­ 
rection of the governm ent? 
Our country is 
every one of us. and tru e patriotism is con­ 
trolled by reason and conscience in each of 
us." 


It. is often the case that thinking men and women are 
compelled in justice to their own consciences to say or 
do som ething w hich may be regarded as unpatriotic, but 
if by so doing they succeed in keeping alive the conscience 
of the public—w hich as we are all aw are is all too apt 
to become dulled and neglected—then they have per­ 
formed a m ost valuable service to them selves and to 
their fellow citizens. 


SÏ0RT STORIES 


BUT THREE PROHIBITION STATES. 


T 


H E state of New H am pshire has ju st joined w ith 


Verm ont in the abandonm ent of state prohibition. 


The latter law was enacted in 1855, and has, therefore, 
had a long trial. 
There are now but three states left 
in which the prohibitory laws enacted years ago are still 
in effect. 
These are Maine, K ansas and N orth D akota. 
In each of these states the law is little m ore than a farce, 
as, for exam ple, in K ansas, w here "jo in ts’’ quite as elabo­ 
rately fitted up as the ordinary saloon, are to be found in 
nearly every town, doing a large business, and unhin­ 
dered, except by an occasional visitation of C arrie N ation. 


N early all th e states th a t have repealed the state pro­ 
hibitory law have enacted instead 
a local option law. 
These enactm ents vary in different states. 
They all have 
one im portant and valuable feature, however, th a t giving 
each com m unity th e rig h t to vote upon the question, and 
thus placing the burden of enforcing th e law upon each 
tow n or city in such m anner as the people of the com­ 
m unity m ay direct. 


The local option law of V erm ont is probably the best 
of those w hich have been enacted. 
It provides th a t all 
license fees, in tow ns th a t vote th a t way, shall go one- 
half to the local treasury and one-half for road building. 
All penalties, w hich are heavy, are distributed in the 
sam e way. 
T hus a powerful m otive is afforded to every 
taxpayer to see th a t the law is obeyed and th a t there 
shall be no unlicensed selling. 
The enforcem ent of the 
law is in the hands of policem an or sheriff, w ith a license 
board behind them which is under penalty to prosecute 
violations of th e law. 
E very person getting a license is 
under heavy bond from local bondsm en to obey the provi­ 
sions of his license. 
The num ber of licenses is restricted 
in accordance w ith the population. 


T hese and m any other safeguards m ake it inevitable 
th at th e business m ust be very profitable in order to 
enable a m an to carry it on legally. 
And, on the other 
hand, every provision is m ade against the traffic in com­ 
m unities which vote against it. The course of these states 
w ith th e ir local option laws will be watGhed with interest 
by sociologists and friends of tem perance everywhere. 


HARRY C. HARRIS.

H E late H arry C. H arris was a young m an of rem ark­ 
able public spirit. 
We doubt if there was another 
of his years in the com m unity who was so earnestly 
and disinterestedly devoted to "T he Cicy B eautiful.” 


H e w as for m any years the leading sp irit in the El 
Paso C ounty H o rticultural society and had been for sev­ 
eral years, as he was at the tim e of his death, its presi­ 
dent and m ost active member. 


The new spapers of the city have especial reasons for 
know ing of his earnestness and zeal in this good cause, 
for he believed in the work of the society, and often sought 
the aid of th e press in the furtherance of the society's 
plans. 
No m atter who wavered or grew discouraged, he 
was steadfast. 
Surely every citizen of th e com m unity 
who ha« w atched the steady grow th in interest throughout 
the town in tx-ees and law ns and flow'ers m ust pay tribute 
to the earnestness of th is young m an in bringing these 
things about. 


H e w as ju st as earnest and as devoted, too. in his 
religious w ork, and was for m any years one of the m ost 
active and consistent m em bers of the F irst Presbyterian 
church. 


W e cannot b u t reg ret the sudden and early death of 
such an one, and express the wish th a t the com m unity 
had thousands like him. 


T he Federal S alt com pany of C alifornia, w hich recently 
pleaded guilty to violation of the a n ti-tru st law , raised 
th e price of salt from $3 to $30 per ton. 
If it had kept 
. w ithin reasonable lim its it m ight still have been known 
88 one of th e “good tru sts." 


A system of electric photography is announced from 
Italy. 
It is alleged th a t clear pictures can be obtained 
of persons and scenes 20 m iles away. 
The inventor be­ 
lieves th a t th e system can be developed so as to enable 
the m aking of photographs of persons in d ista n t lands 
w hile conversing w ith them . 
This really seem s to be 
about the lim it—w ireless photographs w hile talking over 
wireless wires. 


It has developed th a t there is abroad in th e land w hat 
is known as a bible tru st. 
T his w ill give a good m any 
men the opportunity of saying they do n o t read the bible 
on account of the-expense. 
. 


A S u ggestion to M organ. 


A t the Lotos club Charles W. Price 
told this story about J. Pierpont Mor­ 
gan. 
A young reporter w as sent to 
Mr. M organ's residence to ask an Im­ 
portant question.

It happened th a t a lady prom inent in 
social-reiorm movements waited upon 
Mr. Finley, while he was secretary, of 
the State Charities Aid association, and 
invited him to co-operate in som e,spe­ 
cial plans she had on foot. 
Stie__wiL$ 
urgent and he was sym pathetic. F inal­ 
ly,- seeing th a t she need do no more per­ 
suading, she brought her appeal to-' a 
close, w ith the rem ark: 
“I am so glad 
to find, Mr. Finley, you agree with me 
th a t charity begins a t home." 


"Pardon me, m adam e,” was the reply, 
•for differing from you on th at point 
of doctrine. 
To my way of thinking, 
charity does not begin a t home: and 
the theory th a t it does has been justly 
condemned as a cheap pocket edition 
of selfishness. C harity begins abroad. 
It is justice. Madame, justice th a t be­ 
gins a t home. 
Let us not forget that

A brief and uninform ing ab stract of 
Mr. A lfred Moseley’s report on the re ­ 
sults of the B ritish industrial commis­ 
sion’s recent visit to the United States 
was sent by cable directly after its 
appearance in England. 
A full and, 
consequently, m uch more 
interesting 
publication of it has been received In 
this country; from this complete report 
it appears th a t its author does 
not 
hesitate to say th a t the American w ork­ 
m an is a better one than his B ritish 
competitor. 
The principal reason as­ 
signed for the form er's superiority is 
“th at he has received a sounder arid 
broader education, whereby he has been 
more thoroughly fitted for the- struggles 
of »after life.” 


The commission found'one great ele­ 
m ent of A m erica's successful rivalry in 
the industrial world to be the readi­ 
ness of our m anufacturers to adopt the 
very latest m achinery a t w hatever cost, 
and, from tim e to time, to sacrifice 
large sum s by “scrapping” 
the 
old 
whenever im provem ents are made. L a­ 
bor saving m achinery is encouraged by 
A m erican workmen, because, first, it 
saves the men extraordinary m anual 
exertion, croates work, increases wages 
and so tends tow ard higher standards 
of living. 


The B ritish w orkm an has persistently 
opposed labor saving m achines, actu ­ 
ated thereto by his belief th a t they tend 
to decrease w ork and wages, inasm uch 
as they render unnecessary so m any 
men in the accom plishm ent of the sam e 
q uantity of production. In this respect 
the more intelligent American 
work- 


man and the less 
intelligent 
B ritish 
workm an are wholly a t variance. W hen 
the latter grudgingly accepts the labor 
saving machinery, he 
minimizes 
its 
utility by refusing to operate more tha.n 
a single m achine; here o u r workm en 
are quite willing to operate a num ber 
of machines, getting from them the 
best results. 


The United States, says Mr. Moseley, 
is advancing by leaps and bounds, and 
will soon reach th at plane of industrial 
production' and prosperity which E ng­ 
land held fifty years ago. 
It has been 
vigorously contended by leading B rit­ 
ish authorities on the subject th a t the 
American workm an "w ears out” physi­ 
cally a t an earlier age than the Eng£ 
lishm an; but the commission's report/ 
disputes the correctness, of this theory, 
as the former, in consequence of labor 
saving m achines and the excellence 'of 
the organization of the workshop, is. 
not required to put forth any greater 
effort in his w ork than is the case in 
England. 
Mr. Moseley says th at the 
A m erican “is infinitely 
b etter 
paid; 
therefore, better housed, fed, clothed, 
and, moreover, is m uch more 
sober, 
and, consequently, healthier." 


One point which seems to have p ar­ 
ticularly attracted 
the 
attention 
of 
the commission is the close touch and 
sym pathy between 
the em ployer and 
employe, which are carried to the ex­ 
ten t of inviting the m en’s good offices 
in 
suggesting 
factory 
im provem ents 
and better methods of operation and 
production. These suggestions are free­ 
ly offered by the A m erican workm en, 
and if found on trial to be valuable 
their authors are liberally com pensated 


therefor.

.“In short,” , says the report, “the 
jn a n feéls th at;-th e w ork . of 
his 
brains • w ill 
handsom ely 
benefit 
him self * *-•■* all ’ hands in the fac­ 
tory, m an- and boy, wom an and 
child, are constantly striving to dis­ 
cover some im provem ent upon tho 
existing regim e, sim ply because it 
m eans profit to them selves.” 
The other side of th is attractiv e pi< 
ture, as exhibited by the commissio. 
throw s such an inform ing light upoi¡ 
the different conditions of American 
and B ritish labor as to be worthy of 
quoting in full. The rep o rt'ask s: 


“H as such a system 
ever 
been 
tried here? E xcept in quite isolat­ 
ed cases, I th in k not. 
As a rule, 
the B ritish em ployer hardly knows 
his men, seldom leaves his office for 
the workshop, delegates th e bulk of 
his au th o rity to a forem an, whoso 
pow ers are arb itrary , and who, if 
any of the men under him show 
p articu lar initiative, 
immediately 
becomes jealous and fears he may 
be supplanted. 


“Hence, as a rule, a 
workman 
m aking a suggestion to the fore­ 
m an (the proprietor him self is usu­ 
ally not accessible a t allt Is met witv 
a snub, asked, ‘Are you running this 
shop or am I? ’ or told, ‘If you know 
the business better than I do, you 
had better put on your coat and so.' 


“Such a system m ust be dropped, 
and th a t im m ediately, If England W 
to hold her own industrially.” 
F urther, it is safd th a t this Anir-ri- 
can system is the keynote of Amen, r 
success.”—(Philadelphia Ledger.

Charles H. Cramp, president of 
the 
Cramp Ship and Engine Building com­ 
pany, m ade this statem ent in an address 
recently before the students and facul­ 
ty of the W harton School of Finance 
and Economy of the U niversity of P enn­ 
sylvania.on “The Condition and Pros­ 
pects of the Shipbuilding Industry in 
the U nited States.” 


Mr. Cram p compared the prosperous 
condition of the shipbuilding industry 
here w ith th a t of England and Ger­ 
many. 
He said th a t there was a re­ 
m arkable decline of the form er B ritish 


suprem acy, and although this decline 
w as discernible within the last 10 years, 
yet it w as only clearly perceptible im ­ 
m ediately after the South A frican war. 
Since then the so-called commercial su­ 
prem acy of G reat B ritain has been re­ 
duced to a subordinate position. 


"G erm any,” the speaker continued, “is 
m aking giant strides in the shipbuild­ 
ing field, and is gradually w orking her* 
way to a 
forem ost 
position. 
Whil«* 
England is resting on her oars, confi­ 
dent in her form er strength, Germ any 
is building and form ing a splendid m er­ 
chant m arine and passenger service. 


"Goldwin Sm ith was rig h t in saybig 
th at England has reached its clim ax be­ 
cause she has alm ost exhausted her coal 
and iron supply. 
Complete exhaustion 
was delayed because of discoveries of 
new processes, yet one thing is true, 
England as an iron and steel country 


has been relegated by the United tSair, 
to a subordinate position. 


“G erm any's g reat advance in tho ship, 
building industry is due largely to th. 
personality and energy of Em peror Wii. 
iiam, who has done more for Germany 
in the a rts and the sciences than any 
other m onarch.”

No public or private m an's utterances 
in years has created such a sensation 
am ong the W ashington correspondents 
as form er President Cleveland’s speech 
to the new spaper men a t St. Louis— 
w hat has been term ed his "apology.” 
W hen he was in the W hite house he 
was never free or frank in his talks 
with the correspondents and was not 
on very friendly term s with any 
of 
them. 


His im m ediate successor, 
President 
McKinley, w as quite the reverse of this 
and President Roosevelt since he has 
been in public 
life has made m any 
new spaper friends. 
G reat was the as­ 
tonishm ent of the W ashington corre­ 
spondents when Mr. Cleveland a t the 
St. Louis dinner confessed th at he had 
misunderstood the correspondents and 
they in turn had m isunderstood him. 
A stenographic report of th at speech 
reached W ashington today and these 
are am ong the things the form er presi­ 
dent said: 


“I attended today a m eeting of the 
civic 
federation and 
a t th a t time a 
thought cam e to me. Rem em bering the 
great principles of justice and hum an­ 
ity which th a t em inent body stood for, 


the character of such men as Senator 
H anna, John Mitchell, men of power 
and influence, suggested to my mind 
th at it was about time to get the civic 
federation to arb itrate me and the press. 


"It has been 
my observation 
th a t 
m em bers of the press are alw ays indus­ 
trious. I recall a t the tim e of my wed­ 
ding trip the sam e characteristic zeal. 
Ia m told th at a genius climbed into the 
windows of my car and even clung to 
the brake beam s in his anxiety to serve 
his paper and the great Am erican read­ 
ing public. 
I can assure th a t gentle­ 
m an If present incognito this evening 
th a t he would have been welcome in 
my car, although it were th a t tim e of 
all tim es when a man requires some 
privacy. 


"I believe th at it would be good 
to 
get up an agreem ent w ith new spaper 
men so th at we plain citizens m ight 
become their clients or patrons. 
Then 
we m ight 
give them 
ju st w hat 
we 
choose to surrender of official or p ri­ 
vate secrets. 
I think th at 
by this 
m eans we m ight w ork up a g reater in­ 
terest in the press. 


“But, gentlemen, let me advise you 
th a t they are good friends to have; 
men of broad and catholic sympathies-, 
and full understanding of the weak- 


nesses and frailties o f the race, quick, 
to recognize and support its virtues; 
therefore, the m an who is in the busi­ 
ness of harboring no good will ton-ard 
the new spaper m an is in a losing busi­ 
ness.” 


As Mr. Cleveland took'his seat he was 
given a dem onstration, arid the news­ 
paper men around the board sang tha 
well-known cam paign chorus: "Grover, 
Grover, four m ore years of.Grover.”

followed, owing to the Inability of some 
of the participants to be present. Among 
those who sen t their regrets were ex- 
S enator Thom as M. Bowen, Judge E. 
A. Colburn and Moses H allett. 
The 
first m entioned w as to have spoken on 
th e earlier days of the district court, 
and Judge Colburn on the earlier days 
of th e county court. 


“The today of our courts, is a fitting 
developm ent of our courts of yester­ 
day," said Judge T. A. M cM orris, in 
opening his address. “Those of us who 
were here w hen th e courts of our county 
and the courts of our district w ere or­ 
ganized, can understand b etter than 
anyone else the m eaning of this open­ 
ing of a new term in, a new court room. 
M ost of the w ork whiph fell to th e a t­ 
tention of th e early judges w as set 
down on the crim inal calendar, and

The grand jury rendered the following report, as the last act of its official life, to Judge l.ouis W. Cun- 
yningham in the district court at 9 o'clock last evening. 
Accompanying 
the 
report 
were

indictm ents 
I which are directed, it is believed, against city officials.

The report follows:

To Hon. Louis W. C unningham . Presiding Judge of the D istrict Court: 
We-, the grand jurors, sum m oned at the January, A. I). Ji)<»;>. term of the El Paso district court, hereby subm it 
to said court the following report: 


We began our w ork as a grand jury on the 28th day of April. 19t>3. and have continued the sam e regularly, 
and w ithout interruption, 
holding sessions every day unti. the present time. 
We have exam ined a large num ber 
of w itnesses in regard to the various subjects which have been brought to our attention through proper chan­ 
nels, and while we have been able to obtain sufficient evidence, as we believe, to w arrant us in finding true bills 
which have been presented to the court, there lias been brought before us a considerable m ass of evidence relating 
to other m atters which we honestly believe should be thoroughly investigated, but which lack of lim e prevents 
us from considering and arriving at a complete and satisfactory conclusion as to the guilt or the innocence of 
th e parties involved. 
Several of these m atters, which are of great im portance, have required very extensive re­ 
search in order to get at w hat appeared to be the substantial facts upon which proper action of the grand jury 
could be based. 


As we are advised, the order of the court calling the grand jury, was based in part upon a petition of the citizens 
and taxpayers of El Paso county in relation thereto, requesting an investigation, am ong other tilings, into the 
affairs of the city of Colorado Springs and El Paso county. 
Tn following what we deemed to be our line of duty in 
this regard we have at least partially made such investigation, and we desire to ca'l the attention of the court, 
and the public to the following m atters which wc deem worthy of consideration, and which, in our judgm ent, ought 
to be corrected:

FIND 
THAT THE 
DEPARTMENT 
OF 
THE CITY OF COLORADO SPRINGS THAT HAS BHIEN 
MANAGED AND CONTROLLED BY AN OFFICER KNOWN AS 'STOREKEEPER" HAS BEEN CONDUCTED 
WITHOUT ANY BOOKS AND WITH SCARCELY ANY ORDER OR 
BUSINESS 
METHOD, 
AND THAT THE 
‘ MONEY OF THE PEOPLE HAS UNQUESTIONABLY BEEN WASTED IN THIS DEPARTMENT. 


BOOKS AND KEYS NEEDED. 


We recom m end th a t a correct system of bookkeeping be established and that all keys to buildings holding 
the supplies of the city be held and kept in the custody ot the storekeeper; that the books of such storekeeper be 
inspected regularly and often, and that the practice of alderm en of the city borrowing or taking at their pleasure 
the property and supplies of the city for th eir own personal use. as some of them have been doing, be discontinued.

We recom m end th at the several accounts of the city of Colorado Springs in relation to its supplies, feed, 
coal, etc., be looked after with greater diligence, and that scales be placed by the city at some convenient point 
in the north p art of said city for the purpose of weighing the coal furnished the city from the coal m ines in th at 
neighborhood.

WE ARE CONVINCED THAT UNDER THE SYSTEM THAT HAS PREVAILED IN THE PAST, PICK­ 
POCKETS, BUNCO STEERERS, AND CONFIDENCE MEN. GENERALLY, HAVE ACTUALLY RECEIVED PRO­ 
TECTION AT THE HANDS OF SOME OF THE MEMBERS OF SAID POLICE FORCE. 


On account of the pressure of other duties which have crowded upon us constantly since we began our work, 
we have been unable to give but little tim e to the inspection of public buildings, but we recom m end th at more 
and larger exits be made in the Tem ple theater in the city of Colorado Springs, thereby affording am pler m eans 
of escape in case of fire. 
We also recommend th at fire escapes be placed in and around the Plaza hotel. 
We 
th in k th at the speed of autom obiles and vehicles of kindred character should be regulated, at least in the city 
of Colorado Springs and Colorado City, and between those cities, by proper and sufficient ordinances passed by 
the councils of those cities. 


Further, th at the books of the city treasurer of the city of Colorado Springs be thoroughly exam ined by 
com petent experts, and that all books of the officers of the city of Colorado Springs be exam ined at frequent and 
proper intervals.

W e are convinced th at there are several room ing houses in the city of Colorado Springs w hich are well 
know n to be houses of assignation, and which could be corrected by the use of proper vigilance on the part of 
our police.

OF ALL CITY PRISONERS. 


It has also come to our knowledge that it is the practice of the city of Colorado City to assess and collect 
regular m onthly paym ents from the keepers of houses of prostitution, and guarantee to said keepers im m unity 
from prosecution, or further m olestation on the part of said city: this has been the custom for years. 
The am ount 
of such paym ents by such keepers has been the m onthly sum of $23. 
It has further been the practice of said 
city to assess and collect from each prostitute or lewcl woman in said 
city 
a 
regular m onthly sum of $10. for 
w hich a like guarantee of im m unity from further prosecution or annoyance is made by said city; and this under­ 
standing is so well known th at in m any cases regularly upon the tw entieth of each m onth the keepers of such 
houses visit the office of the police m agistrate and there deposit the sum of $25 each for them selves and $10 for 
each of the inm ates which they report as at th eir respective houses. 
These sums are accepted and received, and 
charged as fines on the part of the city regularly a t such tim e in the m onth. 
Under the guise of law this iniquit­ 
ous practice seems to be sanctioned by a mock judicial proceeding. 


RECOMMENDS ANOTHER GRAND JURY. 


We regret that we are compelled to close our labors in the m idst of the investigation of very im portant 
m atters to the citizens and taxpayers of El Paso c o u n ty . 
These labors can only be completed by another grand 
ju ry which, in our judgm ent, should be im m ediately called by this honorable court to carry on the work which 
has been begun, but only partially finished. 
We m ake th is recom m endation 
because we earnestly 
believe th at 
th e w ork of a grand jury, expensive though it be, is less expensive to the citizens and taxpayers than is the con­ 
duct of law less and dishonest officials, who, when unrestrained 
by 
wholesome 
fear of investigations of this 
character, will plunder and despoil the people. 


W e believe, from the evidence that we have before us. as well as from the experience of other com m uni­ 
ties, th at it is far better to expend sufficient money for a grand jury th an to allow' the acts of negligent or dis­ 
honest officials to go unchallenged, and thus perm it the loss to the public treasury of thousands of dollars which 
can never be recovered.

SEVERAL CAPIASES HAVE BEEN ISSUED AND 


ARRESTS ARE EXPECTED TO FOLLOW TODAY 


The grand jury, which has heen in 
session since the m orning of April 28, 
was discharged at 9:30 
o'clork 
last 
evening by Judge Louis W. C unning­ 
ham . At m idnight, by operation of law, 
the jury would have ceased to exist; to­ 
day begins the May term of m urt. 


Although in session but 
little 
over 
three weeks the 12 men uncovered cor­ 
ruption in public offices sufficient to 
m ake the report presented to the court 
sensational, not only in 
the 
charges 
made, but the m atter for future inves­ 
tigation outlined in the recom m endation 
th at the court call another grand jury 
Immediately. 


The report staves th at the ju ry w as 
compelled to close its labors 
in 
the 
niidHL of die inveM igaiiun of very im ­ 
portant m atters to the citizens and 
taxpayers of El Paso county. 
A sig­ 
nificant paragraph Is th a t these labors 
can only be completed by another grand 
.jury. 
“W e m ake this recom m endation 
because we earnestly believe th a t the 
Avork of a grand jury, expensive though 
flt 'be, is less expensive to the citizens 


and taxpayers than is the conduct of 
lawless and dishonest 
officials, 
who, 
when unrest'-a Ineri by wholesome fear 
of investigations of this character, will 
plunder and despoil thé people." 


Police D epartm ent. 


The police departm ent comes in for 
unsparing criticism. 
The grand jury 
states that it is convinced th a t the 
managem ent for several years past, has 
been "deficient and not of a character 
calculated to preserve the safety of the 
people and their property."

taken by the city to correct the evils

The charge is 
made th at pickpockets, bunco steerers. 
and confidence men generally, have re­ 
ceived protection at the hands of some 
m em bers of the police force. 


It has been found that there has been 
no system in the office of storekeeper 
of the city of Colorado Springs and a l­ 
derm en and others are charged w ith ap­ 
propriating property of the city to their 
own use. 
It is recommended th at the 
accounts of the city in relation to its 


supplies, feed, coal, etc.. be looked after 
w ith greater diligence and th at scales 
be placed in the north end of the city 
for the purpose of weighing the coal 
purchased by the m unicipality from the 
mines in th at neighborhood. 
It is rec­ 
ommended th at more and larger exits 
lie m ade in the Temple theater and th at 
fire escapes be placed in and around the 
Plaza hotel. 


And A utom obiles, Too. 


The speed of autom obiles and vehicles 
of kindred character should be regu­ 
lated. 
The books of the city treasurer 
and other officers should be exam ined 
by com petent experts at frequent and 
¡proper intervals and an instance of the 
careless system of bookkeeping prevail­ 
ing in the office of the city liecisurei' 
when the incum bent was John Voorhees, 
is cited.

Discharge of Jury. 


The discharge of the grand jury last 
evening was impressive. 
A t 9 o'clock 
D istrict A ttorney Trow bridge notified 
.Judge Cupnningham th a t the jury de­ 
sired to report. The civil court room was 
lighted and with an audience of only 
court officers and attaches proceedings 
th at took scarcely half an hour began. 
The jurors filed In and occupied seats 
in the jury box. 
The court asked the 
body if the members were ready to re­ 
port and 
J. W. Campbell, 
foreman, 
stated that they were and presented a t 
the sam e time the report and the in­ 
dictm ents to 
the court. 
The report 
which was in the form of a typew ritten 
docum ent six pages in 
length 
was 
passed by Judge Cunningham to Clerk 
S tarrett and the court asked the cl?rk 
to read it aloud. Im m ediately upon the 
conclusion of the reading Judge Cun- 
nigham showed the copy to the jury and 
asked them if It w as their act.

replied affirm atively. 
Then address­ 
ing the 12 men. Judge Cunningham said: 


"I don't know, gentlem en, how I can 
fittingly 
express 
the th an k s of

court and of ntyself for your efforts. I 
have conversed only w ith you w-hen you 
have- reported and 
when one or two 
exceptions occurred when it was im- 
neratively necessary for your enlighten­ 
ment or in reply to m atters you wished 
to know, when I spoke to your fore­ 
man. This silence m ay be construed by 
you as an effort on my p a rt to shun 
responsibility of your acts or as an evi­ 
dence of disapproval of your course. I 
think, however, th at you will appreciate 
the position 1 occupy and th a t I could 
not demean myself otherw ise. But now 
I desire to voice the sentim ents I have 
harbored. 


Great R esponsiblity. 


"The responsibility of calling a grand 
jury a t this time is largely m y own and 
l repeat th at w hatever the sentim ent of 
the com m unity the responsibility Is 
mine. I cheerfully assùm e w hatever part 
of the responsibility should be mine and 
I wish 1 could assum e it all and relieve 
you of any responsibility. 
The first 
Quality of 
the good public official is 
courage, the determ ination to discharge 
the duties of Ills office as he sees fit, 
based on his convictions of right and 
justice. 
T hat you realize w h at this is 
and that you have the courage of good 
citizenship is shown by- your work. 


"You have discharged 
those duties 
pertaining to a grand ju ry honestly, 
faithfully and courageously and w hat­ 
ever the sentim ent of the com m unity 
now is. your work has been of lasting 
benefit to the community. 


“W ith reference to your recom m enda­ 
tion th a t a grand ju ry be called imme­ 
diately. I think I will refrain from any 
expression, as It occurs to m e th a t this 
grand jury ought, to be called by the 
presiding judge, dr the judge who pre­ 
sides over the crim inal division of this 
court for, under the custom , the judge 
in the crim inal division presides.

SHORT L IN E W ILL 


NOT CONSOLIDATE. 


A Boston news bureau has recently 
published a circular which has been re­ 
printed by various newspapers declaring 
th a t the Denver & Southw estern road 
had recently passed into the hands of 
New York capitalists and th at the Colo­ 
rado Springs & Cripple Creek Short Line 
road was to be bought and merged with 
the Southwestern. 


The circular goes on to say: “The plans 
are to consolidate and raise the freight 
and passenger rates. The Southw estern 
of which W. K. Gillett is president, was 
form ed In Boston to operate a line be­ 
tween Colorado Springs and 
Cripple 
Creek with 83 miles of main track and 
47 miles of sidings and spurs. The first 
year it earned 14 per cent upon its $3,- 
000,000 common stock in addition to its 
$5,500,000 bonds and $2,000,000 5 per cent 
preferred stock in 80s. 
The Colorado 
Springs & Cripple Creek railroad was 
built as a result of these v ast earnings 
by a com petitive company and one of 
the hardest fought w ars of recent years 
was inaugurated. 
The passenger rate 
was cut from $2.75 to 25 cents and m er­ 
chandise was 
handled 
a t 5 cents per 
hundred. 
The last report of the Den­ 
ver & Southw estern showed a big de­ 
ficit. The w ar was proving so disas­ 
trous on its finances th at efforts were 
m ade to compromise. Charles A. P ark ­ 
er. chairm an of the Colorado Railw ay 
association, was made arb itrato r and 
the rates were raised. 
By this settle­ 
m ent the D enver & Southw estern w'as 
to receive 68 per cent of the business 
and the Cripple Creek Short Line 32 
per cent. The road is now hauling the 
greatest tonnage in the history of the 
Cripple Creek district, but owing to the 
rates being 20 per cent less th an form ­ 
erly it only about pays fixed charges 
and takes care of the sinking fund. The 
Colorado Springs & Cripple Creek road 
is In about the sam e position with a 
floating debt of $1,000,000, after having 
refunded a portion of its debt through 
an issue of second m ortgage bonds. 
It 
is hoped th a t by consolidating the two 
roads all antagonism can be elim inated 
and the rates raised 10 per cent, which 
would put both on a dividend-paying 
basis.” 


W ith reference to these statem ents, 
an official of the Short Line said yes­ 
terday: 


“There is not a word of tru th in the 
statem en t th a t our line is to be con­ 
solidated w ith any 
other road, even 
though it were legal to do so. vvhidh 
the anti-m erger act forbids. 


"The statem ent th at rates are to be 
raised above w hat they are now is 
equally false. 
The Short Line is very 
well satisfied w ith the rates as they 
now exist and does not intend to raise 
them . 


"R egarding our floating indebtedness 
it is not one-third w hat it is placed at 
in this circular and there are ample 
bonds in the treasury of the company 
to offset it. 


"The Short Line has had m any propo­ 
sitions looking to a consolidation with 
the Southw estern, but would not consid­ 
er them owing for on£ thing, to the very 
heavy indebtedness of th at company. 


“ I w ant to say.” concluded the offi­ 
cial, “th at the Short Line Is very welj 
satisfied with the business it is doing 
and with the rates it is getting. 
Our 
fiscal year ends June 30 and when the 
report is issued our stock and bond­ 
holders will have reason to be gratified 
w ith 
the 
showing 
th at 
has 
been 
m ade.”

By School Census Recently Taken 
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According to the figures of the school census ju st returned, there arc 
28 more fam ilies in Colorado Springs this year than last. It is also show n 
th a t there are now 470 vacant houses in the city, against 25D last year. 
In 
the interim , however. 239 houses have been constructed, so there are really 
28 more houses occupied this year than there were when last year s 
census was taken. 


It is also shown th at th ere‘are 7.324 children between the ages of 6 and 
21 years living w ithin the borders of school district No. 11. Of this num ­ 
ber. 3,617 are boys and 3,707 are girls. This return shows the num ber of 
children w ithin the district who are entitled to attend the public schools. 
There are, however, only 2,516 who fall within the provisions of the com­ 
pulsory education law. 
This law requires that all children between the 
ages of eight and 14 years shall attend school. Of this num ber again, 1.- ■- 
are boys and 1,274 are girls. The census shows, also, th a t there are four 
deaf m utes in the district entitled to attend scitonl, of which num ber throe 
are boys and one a girl. 
There are six blind children, half of whom a n 1 
boys and half girls. 


On the basis of the total num ber of school children entitled to attorn! 
school it is estim ated th a t the total population of school district No. II 
is 29,200.

when it fell, sustaining a broken leg 
and a fractured skull. 


Mr. H arris previous to his departure 
for Carlsbad, about six m onths ago. to 
take the m anagem ent of R. J. Bolles’ 
ranch, had been a resident of this city 
for 16 years. 
He w'as for 13 years em ­ 
ployed as confidential 
man 
with the 
firm of Thurlow, H utton & Williams, 
and w as also employed by their suc­ 
cessors. the 
Colorado 
Investm ent & 
R ealty company. Mr. H arris was presi­ 
dent and founder of the El Paso Coun­ 
ty H orticultural 
society 
and he did 
much to place the society on a firm 
basis. 


JUDGE C U N NING H AM RULES 


ON IM PORTANT POINT 


A decision of unusual 
significance 
w as rendered by Judge Louis W. Cun­ 
ningham in the t district court yester­ 
day, in the case of 
J. E. McClosky 
against John Chase et al. 


The suit waR brought several weeks 
ago In order to test the authority of 
Nthe state m ilitia while in active ser­ 
vice, under the order of the governor. 
The com plaint flléd by Mr. McClosky 
asked for dam ages in the sum of $10,000 
on the alleged ground thnt the members 
if the N ational guard had no authority 
to halt citizens and arrest them unless 
'fiartial law had been declared. 
The 
-msvver filed by General Chase pleaded i 


th at he was operating under the orders 
of Governor Peabody, and th at Ills ac­ 
tions and Ills powers were determined 
by the Articles of W ar of the United 
States Army. 
The plaintiff, by a mo­ 
tion filed some tim e ago, asked that 
those references to the articles of war 
which were incorporated in the answei, 
be stricken out. 
It was urged by thci 
plaintiff in support of 
this 
motion, 
which came up for hearing yesterday, 
that the N ational guard acted only 
a peace force, under the direction of the 
sheriff of El Paso county. 


The decision of Judge Cunninglm 
overruled this contention 011 the part 
of the plaintiff and upheld the claim 
of General Chase t<>. the effect that lie 
was operating unde)' the articles 
"C 
war, as pleaded in his answ er. 
This 
ruling is in opposition to the position 
heretofore occupied by 
the National 
guard. 
Judge Cunningham stated 
his opinion that the mere calling of the 
m ilitia was in itself the declaring of 
m artial law, which carried w ith it the 
powers exercised by General Chase and 
his subordinates during the strike at 
Colorado City. 
Exception was taken 
to the ruling by the attorney for the 
plaintiff, but under the ruling of Judge 
Cunningham , the plaintiff’s 
attorney 
will have the right to renew' his motion 
to strike out. when the case is called 
for trial. 
Five days were given the 
plaintiff within which to reply to 
the 
answ'er filed by the defendant.

W hen 
a stran g er comes ;n d asks where is 
your county court house you .take him 
here w ith pride, glad that your officers 
are out of the m iserable place where 
the courts have been held in past years 
and w hich has been a disgrace to the 
rich and powerful county of El Paso. 


"It is the only county w here private 
sp irit and private enterprise have gone 
ahead of public spirit as m anifested in 
buildings. 
W herever you go in these 
U nited States you see m agnificent pub­ 
lic buildings, giving the people con­ 
fidence in their officials and to stran­ 
gers confidence in the good government 
and prosperity of the com m unity. But 
in El Paso county in the past, public- 
spirited citizens have poured out their 
m eans and given the public officials 
th e assurance of their confidence by 
erecting better private buildings than 
public buildings. 
But a t la st we have 
erected a building which will remain 
an object of pride to El P aso county 
and to tn e state of Colorado. Because 
Colorado w ith all her w ealth, with all 
her public spirit, w ith all her great­ 
ness, can not point to a court house 
like this in all her borders. This struc­ 
ture will stand as an inspiration to the 
people in all w alks of life. 
There is 
no mortgage upon it; and, ladies and 
gentlemen, this is the day when more 
people have said they are happy and 
glad and surprised than ever before.

Irving Howbert Talks.

commissioners, for they only met tbrec 
times a month, and often acted as .sher­ 
iff. 
In the front part of the office we 
had a telegraph instrum ent and it often 
fell to my lot to attend to that. 
Matt 
France was supposed to be the tele­ 
graph operator, but he lived on a sheep 
ranch several miles, away and he only 
came to the telegraph office on S atu r­ 
days. 
In the meantime the work fell 
on my shoulders. 


"The biggest day i:i the history of 
those times was coincident with the 
buying of the big safe, which I am 
sorry to learn has been sold recently. 
That safe 
cost 
about 
$15, 
and 
we 
thought we were extravagant in the

Was Reminiscent. 


“I tru st th a t you will forgive me for 
m aking my address a personal rem in­ 
iscence, b u t I feel th a t I can m ore 
closely follow the history I am to o u t­ 
line if I do pursue th is course. 
I will 
say then th a t a t th e tim e of m y elec­ 
tion as county clerk in November, 1869, 
three volum es constituted th e complete 
record of the county. A t th a t tim e we 
were in th e old fiMOM building I raen- 


spending of the m oney necessary for its 
purchase. In th a t safe we kept all the 
records of the county and it filled the 
needs for m any years. About th a t tim e 
we. started the agitation for a wagon 
road through U te pass. W e argued th at 
if we could only get 
a wagon 
road 
through we would soon be on the way 
to prosperity. 
It 
would 
cost 
about 
$12,000, however, and we debated long 
on the proposition as to bonding the 
county for th a t am ount. 


It Was Argued. 


It was argued first one w ay and then 
another, and w as finally subm itted to 
the voters. A m ajority decided in favor 
of the bonds and the road was built, 
and all of you know the benefit it has 


they won the contest. 
In a few years, 
however, enough new people bad moved 
to Colorado Springs to set the tide in 
th a t direction, 
and the question 
w as 
subm itted to the voters again w ith the 
result th a t the county seSt w as moved 
to this city w^here ft has been ever since. 
The first building to be occupied was 
on the corner of Tejon and Kiowa 
streets, w here the Pike's Peak club now' 
stands. A few years later we moved to 
a building on the site now occupied by 
the Foltz & H ardy book store, and still 
later to th e buildings th a t have ju st 
been vacated for these m agnificent new 
quarters. E l Paso county has through­ 
out its history been extrem ely fo rtu n ­ 
ate, it h as alw ays been able to pay its

At this 
tim e General W illiam J. P alm er cam e 
Into the county and began m aking plans 
for the building of th e D. & R. G. rail­ 
road. 
In the earlier days of the coun­ 
ty a railroad had been beyond our w ild­ 
est dream s, and th e laying out of the 
line for the D. & R . G. filled the whole 
county w ith hope. 
A t this time, too. 
our quarters becam e too sm all and we 
moved up tow n ag ain into a tw o-story 
building. The low er floor w as devoted 
to the county offices and the second 
floor to th e d istric t court. In th a t court 
room th e 
su its 
fo r the purchase of 
the rig h t of w ay of the railroad were 
fought o u t and determ ined. 
Then it

Tiger Shooting On a Pagoda. 


Col. E. Lawford sends to the Rangoon 
Gazette (India), some additional particu­ 
lars of the shooting of the tigress oji the 
Shwo Dagon Pagoda, recently reported, 
lie was told of the presence of the tigress 
about S o'clock on Monday morning, March 
2, and went with Captain Jennings,’ R. A., 
the possessor of the only sporting rifle 
to be found in the neghborhood,'to the pa­ 
goda: 
"On arrival at the pagoda plat­ 
form we found the whole place blocked by 
large and excited crowds of Burmese and 
natives of India, all shouting at the top 
of their voices. 
We were then told for 
the first time that the tigress wasvup in 
the pagoda itselfand not on the platform, 
which we had u p till then been led to be­ 
lieve. The tigress could just be sesfti With 
the naked eyx> alter her position had been 
carefully pointed out. She was lying down, 
on a ledge which runs round the pagoda 
¡about 100 feet up. 1 saw a t once that it 
would have been useless to try and shoot 
the tigress from the platform. 
The top 
of her back, one hind paw. and her tall 
only were visible, and it would have taken 
a very good shot to have hit her at all. 
If sho had been fired a t then, and been 
either mi.ssed or 
wounded, 
we should 
probably have had a lively time of it on 
the. pagoda platform, Captain Jennings’ 
ritlle being the only firearm present. 
J 
must her« mention* that Mr. Christopher 
was also armed and present (which' I did 
not know at the time). 
His weapon was 
a Mauser-repeating pistol, with a butt at­ 
tachment. 
I then decided to post Cap­ 
tain Jennings, with his express rifle, up a 
tazaung, from which he couid g e t'a fair- 
view of the tigress, and I sent Captain.

The ad­ 
miral suggests that failure is possible 
in eaoh of these methods, through the 
nervousness or excitement of the spon­ 
sor. A failure to hit the ship or break 
the bottle would in the éstimation of 
the sailors hoodoo the vessel for all 
time to come. He- suggests the use of 
a device attached to>sthe ship so that 
when the bottle iB released it is bound 
to strike the ship and break.

Military Openings. 


Young men In civil life with ambi­ 
tion for a military career may have 
their wishes gratified, if proficient in 
the severe requirements for admission 
into the service. 
There are now 125 
vacancies In the grade of second lieu­ 
tenant in the line of the army. 
After 
providing for the graduates of the mili­ 
tary academy, and the promotion of 
men from the ranks, there will remain 
a number of vacancies to 
be 
filled 
from civilian candidates. The require­ 
ments are very severe, however, and it 
is not likely that many civilians can 
pass the examination, mental and phy­ 
sical. 
There are also 17 vacancies in 
the loweBt grade of the 
pay 
depart­ 
ment, two in the judge advocate gen­ 
eral’s office, which may be filled by 
appointment from .civil life, or transfer 
from the line. 
There are also 11 va­ 
cancies in the signal corps, to be filled 
by transfer from the line. Altogether, 
there are about 170 appointments to 
commissions to be made in the army. 


W hite .Houge Gymnasium. 


The old cabinet room on the second 
floor of the main building of the White 


house, famous in historical events, has 
been transformed, now that the busi­ 
ness office of the executive has been 
transferred to the new building, into a 
complete gymnasium. There are dumb 
bells. Indian clubs' and pulley weights 
about, and in the corner of the room 
are a couple of pairs of single sticks. 
Hanging on the wall is 
a 
complete 
fencing outfit. 
The president became 
greatly interested in fencing a year 
ago, and now gives that sport prefer­ 
ence over single stick exercises. 
He 
has taken a number of lessons from 
Signor Panese. an Italian expert, who 
has a studio in the city. It is said that 
the president has shown great skill in 
the art of fencing, and that ho has an 
exceedingly vigorous thrust, which is 
difficult even for the expert Panese, to 
parry. 


Painting the Dome. 


The dome of the capitol 
Is 
being 
treated to a coating of fresh paint both 
inside and out. The working men on 
the outer side of the dome look like 
flies crawling upon its curved surface, 
when viewed from the street below, .and 
thousands of tourists crane their necks 
gazing at them. 
On the inner side of 
the 
dome 
scores 
of workmen 
are 
perched among the iron girders and 
braces, giving the iron plates a coat­ 
ing of rich vermillion. The dome is the 
visiting place of 
scores 
of 
bridal 
couples, for whom Washington is a 
wedding tour Mecca. 
Invariably when 
a fond young couple descends the spiral 
stairway of the dome the 
force 
of 
painters whistles enthusiastically the 
strains of the Mendelssohn “Wedding 
March.” There are blushes, giggles and 
a scamper. 


Interest in Golf. 


Golf i£ superseding politics in in­ 
terest in the 
Capital city. 
Washing­ 
ton has two rival golf clubs, the Chevy 
Chase and the 
Columbia 
dividing 
pretty equally the official and social life 
of the capital. 
A number of 
distin­ 
guished jurists are experts 
at 
golf. 
Justice Harlan of the United States su­ 
preme court is one of the enthusiasts. 


He holds a record of making a hole in 
a single shot. 
Some two years ago, 
when he first began to play the game, 
he teed his ball, took a couple of pre­ 
liminary swings, and then, with a per­ 
fect follow-though, hit the object with 
all the force of his 230 pounds. 
He 
watched the flight of the ball toward 
the green, some 200 yards distant, and 
then, with his partner and a bunch of 
caddies, 
set 
out 
to 
find it. 
They 
searched the ground about the putting 
green, where it was seen to fall, with­ 
out result, and were about to give up 
the search when the justice happened 
to glance into the hole, and there the 
golf ball lay. They say Justice Harlan 
will stop consideration of the most im­ 
portant case on the supreme docket to 
recount the history of that celebrated 
drive. 


Attorney General Knox, and his two 
immediate predecessors, Mr. Griggs and 
Mr. Justice McKenna, are excellent 
players. Judge Willis Van Dev^iter is 
another jurist who takes his recreation 
on the links. 
When he 
removes to 
Cheyenne, he will set the players of 
that city some good scores to over­ 
come. General Miles, Paymaster Gen­ 
eral Bates, Colonel McCain, of the ad­ 
jutant general’s department, and other 
noted army men of the capital, are 
devotees of the links. 


Colonel Alexander’s Discovery. 


Colonel Alexander, one of the best 
known men in Colorado, Utah and Wy­ 
oming, claims to have discovered two 
men who do not care for money. 
He 
says, “I know two Colorado men who 
may be ranked as peculiar characters. 
One of them owns the biggest silver 
mine in the state and does not develop 
it, and the other owns a hot spring 
which is a marvel in its curative prop­ 
erties and he does nothing to encourage 
people to come to it. The mine owner 
digs out some silver ore from time to 
time, puts it in a sack, and carries it to 
Denver, where he sells it. In this way 
he gets enough money to supply his 
necessities, but he will do no more. I

Cleveland, but in 
spite of this embau'assment he never 
faltered in his good ‘ work of cheering 
the hearts of, the disappointed by- stat­ 
ing that the Baltimore & Ohio was the 
rôad over which Mr. Cleveland was 
coming and his arrival might safely be 
relied on a little later; 


“The secret of Mr, Cleveland’s hold 
on the public,- it seems to me,” said a 
gentleman who sat next to me at the 
banquet, “is that whether grave or 
gay, whether'lively or severe, he is al­ 
ways convincing!” 
This remark car­ 
ried, my mittd back 19 years and re­ 
minded me of an experience I had with 
liim in 188,4. 
Î was on my way to 
report the national’ Democratic con­ 
vention at Chicago,*, and stopped over 
ip Buffalo as the guèst of Mr. Edward 
H. Butler, proprietor of the Evening 
News. 
In the course of the morn­ 
ing Mr. Butler said: .“Governor Cleve­ 
land came up. from- Albany last night 
to spend Sunday in Buffalo, and If you 
would lik e' to meet him we will go 
around to h la ja ^ office and have a 
chat with him ” 
We had hardly, ar­ 
rived when’It began ,to rain, and a suc­ 
cession of -summer; showers detained 
us for an hour or more. 
When we 
finally 
arose 
to 
go, Mr. Cleveland 
said: “Mr. Phillips, you must not print 
this, but I will say it for your guidr 
ance when your reach Chicago." It may; 
assist you, as things are, likely to hap­ 
pen out there that will influence yo'yr 
judgment. 
As the governor of this 
state I believe I have done some good; 
whether or not if elected president of 
the United States I should succeed is 
a question that only time could déter­ 
mine. Even if nominated, I might not 
be elected—that of course 
is prob- 
lematiçal, but as far as the nomination 
is concerned I shall- receive that. You 
can depend on -What'I pay.” 


' The Convention. 


A few days later Syê -were endeavor- 
ing;to report one of the moBt tumul­ 
tuous conventions ;that'was ever held. 

Néw York, made a speech 
against Mr. Cleveland that threw the

them is by sound, 
I had been through a trying experi-* 
ence at the Republican national con­ 
vention a little earlier, and I was bo 
upset by what waB occurring that I 
left the hall and went out for a breath 
of fresh air, and then over to the 
P'almer house. 
I was^ worried, but »the 
impressive words ■ of 
Mr. Cleveland 
kept ringing in my ears. The bOlored 
man who threw open the half-doors at 
the side entrance of the Palmer house 
greeted me with the words: ‘‘Governor! 
Cleveland’s nominated.” His face was; 
wreathed in smiles and I fairly laughed 
for joy. It was a great relief when one 
is making predictions to have them 
come right. 
The reputation a news­ 
paper writer has worked years,to se­ 
cure may be swept away in 10 seconds 
if he makes one big mistake. 


The other trying experience was In 
connection with the nomination of Mr. 
Blaine. Mr. P, V. De Graw was practi­ 
cally in charge of the work of reporting 
that convention, and I may say right 
here that in my judgment h e. is the 
most capable press association mana­ 
ger that has ever lived. 
The>f5ouis- 
lana 
Purchase 
fair has my/ sincere 
congratulations on\ having secured his 
services in connection with their press 
work during the coming year. 
Al­ 
though Mr. De Graw was omnipresent, 
and I was but an onlooker in Vienna, 
as his superior officer I had the right 
to. get into mischief if I desired. 
I 
overheard, a telegram from Senator 
Cullom going to General Logan at 
Washington, Bayltig it seemed possible 
to nom inee either , him or Blaine and 
asking if General Logan would accept 
second place on the ticket with Blaine. 
The answer .quickly came back and I 
happened to be where I could hear, that 
also.

So I kept Senator Cullom in sight 
and when he was handled the telegram 
he withdrew from the .conventiopi hall 
and was quickly. jolned by a few df his 
associates. As I approached the group 
and spoke to Colonel Ingersoll, who 
was lighting a cigar, Senator Cullom 
asked, In. a. general way, If the present 
ballot should-be stopped, “or,” he'said, 
how that Lpgan says he will do what­ 
ever we1 wish; shall we nominatesBmine 
on the’ next ballot?" * Colonel Ingersoll 
quickly replied: \ “Next ballot, by all 
meáná.' I want ' to finish my smoke.” 
It- was my«, first national convention; 
and .in mÿ innocence I,wrote1 a-bulletin 
saying: “Bláine is-nominated.” 
Then 
I .sent wórd 'to Dé Graw as to what; 
I hàd; doné: ànd hé looked very grave 
I was.not “qUite easy in my own mind 
for the next =15 minutes, hut when the 
next ballot was taken and Alomaba 
broke for Blaine, and the othefcstates 
followed that.lead, all my associates 
rose up and; called me blessed. 
The 
Unitéd Press wáV a new concern, r,e- 
oi-ganlzecLthat-very year, arid our pre­ 
mature announcement of the .nomina? 
tion of Blaine was a shock to the'news­ 
papers of-,the' -whole, country. 
I f’ we

successful; and from that day our sta£ 
was in the ascendant.

My relations yp tttijw . Blaine began 


with one of our attempts to have the 
Red Cross treaty ratified by the United 
States, and the assassination of Presi­ 
dent Garfield, the preparation of the 
funeral oration and Its advance dis­ 
tribution by mail through the Associ­ 
ated Press, resulted in my being with 
him a very great deal. 
I once asked 
Mr. Dana why it was that newspaper 
people 
who 
knew, beforehand, that 
great deals were practically consum­ 
mated before being announced—deals 
certain to 
affect values—why they 
never rushed into Wall street to make 
their fortunes. 
He answered quickly: 
“Because they know so many things 
that are not so.” 
But the Associated 
Press manager in Washington is the 
repository of much interesting infor­ 
mation that.is precisely so and he 4s re­ 
quired to keep it to himself. I believe 
it has never been printed to this day 
that. General 
Arthur 
offered 
Mr. 
Blaine the English mission, but that is 
the fact. 
We were discussing the fa­ 


mous Landreau 
claim 
one morning, 
when Mr. Blaine said: “General Arthur 
told me he would like to have me re­ 
main in the state department provided 
I would show the same loyalty to him 
that I had to President Garfield.* I 
didn’t like that very well and so I am 
out and Mr. Frelinghuysen is in. Yes­ 
terday he offered me the English mis­ 
sion but you must not print anything 
about it. The loyalty story has already 
got into the papers. I shall decline to 
go to England. 
I do not care to put 


3,000 miles between the United States 
and me, just yet. 
I shall come up as 
a presidential candidate in 1884. 
Of 
course relegating me to England would 
be a great move. But I am not going 
—no, indeedy.” 


In reply to my inquiry about his 
opinion as to 
President Arthur he 
shook his head' and said: “I cannot 
talk about him. 
But we have been 
telling each other stories, and I guess 
it is my turn again,” and he went on: 


“When President Harrison died and 
John Tyler came in, he found in Jim­ 
my, an old Irishman, who had been 
around the White house many years, 
a sort of guide, philosopher and friend. 
He consulted him freely and they were 
very good comrades. 
One day Tyler 
said to Jimmy: ‘The Peruvian mjnis- 
ter has been recalled and all his be­ 
longings are to be sold out at public 
vendue. 
Jimmy, did you ever notice 
that new carriage the Peruvian minis­ 
ter recently bought? 
That is to- go, 
too, and I have been thinking very 
seriously of buying it 
‘It is a very 
folne^ carriage^ sor, replied 
Jimmy. 
Tyler thought a moment and then he 
said, 'But this has occurred to me: 
Would it be just the thing. Jimmy, for 
the president of tqe Unuea , States to 
ride about in a second-Ij&nd carriage?’ 
‘Well,’ replied Jimmy/slowly, rubbing

of the physicial agencies which tend for 
our eomfprt and enjoyment will go for 
naught and our civilization will become a 
brutal »ham and inueKej-y.

The vines o£ a piazza m ake a safe, 
good place for a nest, if you are sure the 
people haven’t a cat and love birds.

once saw a Chippy’s nest in the vines 
of a dear old lady’s house, and when 
she cam e out to see how the eggs were 
getting on, she would talk so kindly 
to the old birds th a t it w as very pleas­ 
a n t to live there. In such a place your 
children are protected, they have a roof 
over their little heads so the rains won’t 
beat down on them , and the vines shade 
them nicely from the hot sun. • 


On the law n you will find the soft 
grasses you w ant for the outside of the 
nest, and in the barnyard you can get 
the long horsehairs th a t all Chipping 
Sparrow s think they m ust have for a 
dry. cool nestlining. Chippies are called 
hair-birds, they use so m uch hair. 
I 
have seen a Chippy’s neat th at hadn’t 
another tiling in it. 
I t w-as ju st a coil 
of black horse-hair. 


Did you ever look Into a C hippy's 
nest? The eggs are a pretty blue, and 
have black dots on the larger end.—

Roosevelt today completed his tour of 
California and entered upon the last 
stages of his long trip which is to end 
at .Washington,June 6. His journey to- 
day has been through the mountaindus 
region around Mount Shasta where the 
towns are few and far between and 
consequently he. has been called upon 
to do but little speech-making. Where 
his train did stop, however, he was met 
by large and enthusiastic crowds. Gov- 
ernor Pardee. of California, who has 
been with the president almost continu- 
ously since he entered that state, bade 
him good by at Hornebrook and in the 
short address the president made there 
he said he was very sorry to part with 
him,

The president made his longest speech 
of the day at Dunsmuir; California! "I 
think that I can say," he said, "that I 
came to California a pretty good^Amer- 
ican and I go away a better one. (Ap- 
plause,) ,

"Glad though I am that I have been 
able to see your wonderful products, 
your .plains .and your mountains, ySur 
rivers, to see the great cities springing 
up, most of all have I enjoyed meeting-, 
the men and women to Whom we owe 
what has been done with mine and rail- 
road, and lumbering camp and irrigated 
Held and the ranch and the counting 
house,, the-'men and women who have 
made California what she Is/' 


Th'e Gospel of Work. 


..- "I pity no man because he has to 
work. -If he is worth his salt he will 
work.- I envy the man who has a work 
worth doing and does it well; and surely 
no man alive is more worthy of admira- 
tion than these men to whom It is given 
to build, up giant commonwealths like 
this. It is the fact of doing the work 
well that counts; not, the kind of work 
as long t as .that work is honorable. I 
spealc to citizens of a community which 
has reached its present pitch of pros- 
perity because they have done each his 
duty as his lines are laid. To theHrue 
American nothing can be more alien 
than the spirit either of 'envy or of con- 
tempt for another who Is leading a life 
as a decent citizen should lead it. In 
this-country we have-room for every 
htmest man who spends 
his life in' 
honfest' eTEorts-; we ."have- no room 'either 
for the'man :of means who in A spirit of 
arrogant baseness'looks down upon the 
man less well off,-bt* for the''man who 
enyies .Jus .neighbor because that neigh- 


bor happens' to be better.off. 
Either 
feeling Is albase feeling, unworthy of a 
self-respecting ,man. I :used the word 
envy myself f just now but I did not use 
it In a bad sense. If you use envy in' 
the ordinary sense-of the word, its ex- 
istence implies- a feeling of inferiority 
in the-man who feels it, a feeling thut a 
self-respecting man will be ashamed to 
have. If the man is a good American 
and is doing his work squarely- he need 
not envy anybody, because he occupies 
a position such as no one .else In Any 
other country, In any other age, has 
.occupied: arid because we hold our citi- 
zenship .so high, because we feel and 
have the right to feel satisfaction with 
what our people have done, we should 
also feel that the only spirit in which 
to regard any other man who does well 
is a spirit of kindly regard and good 
will, if he acts squarely; If he does not, 
then you regard him as a man to feel 
public scorn and public contempt. 


• Self-Bespecting Majority. 


"It Is, of course, a perfectly trite say- 
ing that in no country la It so necessary 
to have decency, honesty, Bclf-restraint 
In the average citizen as. U, republic, a 
democracy; for successful self-govern- 
ment Is founded uppn.that'high average 
citizenship. among our 
, people; 
and 
and America hag .gone on as she has 
gone because:,we have that high aver- 
age of citizenship. Our government Is 
based upon the self-respecting majority. 
Our government has so far escaped the 
twin dangers of 
the other republics, 
government by-a plutocracy; or govern- 
ment by a mob, -either of 
them 
absolutely alien • to American 
ideals. 


From the days of Washington to the 
days of Lincoln we went onward and 
upward because the a-veragt American 
vvaa of the stuff that made the nation 
go onward and upward. We cannot be 
dragged up, we have got to push our- 
selves up. All you have to do is to com- 
pare what other nations have done with 
governments founded as ours, the same 
type of constitution, the same type of 
law -which ''nevertheless have: failed, 
haVe produced chaos because they did 
rlpt! ha/e t;he right type of citizen back 
qf -.the law, .tlife right .type of citizen to 
work put, the destiny of .the nation un- 
de^Jjarid through the law:. ' Qt course 
weV-need law;-w^f need-ey,en moire, the 
hpne'st-arid fearless enforcement of the 
law, [enforcement in a spirit of .absolute- 
ly <falr play to all men, 'shpwljBr favor-

laws, but most of all wfe need to keep up 
that.for the lack of which nothing els 
can ntone in any people, the averag 
standard of citizenship.

what we need Is not so much genius 
not ao much brilliancy, as the ordinary 
commonplace everyday qualities whlcl 
a man needs In private life, and whlc: 
he needs Just as much in public life. 
"In coining across the continent from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific the thing tha 
has struck me most Is that fundamental 
ly, wherever one goes in this broai 
country, a good American is a good 
American." 


A Great Commonwealth. 
The president also spoke at Slseoi 
and Montague, Calif., at the latter placi 
he said: 


"When my trip was made up I asked 
why It was necesBary to give relatively 
four times as much time to California 
as to any other state. I understand 
now. 
(Applause.) I only wish it had 


been possible to make it eight times at 
much Instead. 
This morning I hav 
been greatly Impressed in traveling 
through these mountains arid meetlni 
the men who have done, so much In 
lumbering, aa I have already met thr 
mon of the mines and ranches; of thi 
commerce and Industries of the grea 
cities. This state in boundaries and re 
sourcea is, greater than many an old 
world empire; and think what It Is to 
be a citizen of a union in which a com 
monwealth like this is a state." 
The president was greeted by 6,00 
people as' his train pulled Into Ashlam 
this evening at a quarter to 7 o'clock 
where he made his. first stop within the 
confines of Oregon..

We make this rec- 
ommendation because we earnestly be- 
lieve that the work of a grand jury, 
expensive though It be, is less expen- 
sive to the citizens and taxpayers than 
is the conduct of lawless and dishonest 
officials, who, when unrestrained by 
wholesome fear of investigations of: this 
character, will plunler and despolrthe 
people. 


'We believe, from the evidence; that 
we have before us, as well us from the 
experience of other communities, that It 
is far better to expend sufficient money 
for a grand jury than to allow the acts 
of negligent or dishonest officials to go 
unchallenged, and thus permit t^e loss 
to the public treasury of thousands .of 
dollars which qan never be recovered.1

MISS BARTON ANNOUNCES 


NEW PLAN FOR RED CROSS 


By Associated Press. 


New York, May 20.—For the first time 
since the strife began, In the Red Cross, 
Miss Clara Barton, in a, formal state- 
ment has mnde reference to the contro- 
versy and has announced a plan to 
widen the scope of the society's work. 
She says first: 


"During the entire period of the pres-

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THE CHURCH AND THE SABBATH. 


B 


ISHOP LAWRENCE of Massachusetts in a recent 


address declared that the church was losing ground. 
Said he: 
"So far as statistics can'show It is doubtful if 


the churqh has been keeping pace with the popula- 
tion. 
The church is not apparently increasing in 


number or power. A great proportion, of the intel- 
ligent men and leaders of our communities have no 
interest 'In the church. Many of the finest characters 
are outside the church. Infidelity, sincere and.insin- 
cere, is all about us. More than that the interest in 
commercial,, material, social and intellectual life is 
gaining a stronger hold on the people. The tests of 
life among many are in social and financial suc- 
cess. ' Sport and amusement have made great in- 
roads on our Sunday congregations." 
It IB most assuredly a fact that the old "Puritan Sab- 


bath" Is disappearing; and it is probably true that the 
numerical strength o£ the churches is not increasing in 
proportion to (he 'population. 


Whether; or not this is due to a lack of piety or to a 


different view 'of Sabbath observance is an open question. 


It murt be generally admitted that a disrespect for the 


Lord's day Is not helpful to- a people or beneficial to a 
country. A reverence for the Sabbath and for sacred 
things is a part of the foundation of -the republic. 
It 


will indeed be a bitter day .when horse-racing and base- 
ball take the place of churches and Sunday school. 
f 


Let us bear in mind this fact, however, for it is a 


condition- and not a theory: in the old days of the Puri- 
tans there was far more out-of-door life than now; fewer 
factories, more work in the fields and farms, and in all, 
a healthier style of living. The demand for recreation 
comes from those who are cooped up for six days in a shop 
or factory, without sunlight and without fresh air, and 
•who find on Sunday the only opportunity of getting the 
outdoor.life which they require. 


There is, therefore, a good deal of allowance to be 


made for these classes ot workers who seek recreation 
of this character. But those who go beyond this and 
{urn the Sabbath into a holiday or day of sport muat 
meet with condemnation. 


AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 


T 


HE' DIFFICULTY of amending the Constitution ot 


the United States has been strikingly illustrated 
in connection with the agitation for the election of 


senators of the United States by direct vote of the people. 


• 
Here!was a propaganda which was carried on through- 


out the length and breadth of the country. No political 
theory in recent years • has been more strenuously and 
generally urged. 


And yet the net result has been thus' far that 21 


states have passed resolutions asking congress to submit 
an amendment to the people, or call a constitutional con- 
vention to 'propose such an amendment Fourteen states 
have refused, to take action in the premises, and 10 others 
have not considered the question at all. 


Unless tWo-tnli'ds o£ the states, 30 of them, request

The doing of this duty, if it be done in the right spirit; 


requires a good, deal of moral courage and independence. 
It is much easier to'follow the crowd than it is to think 
for one's self.

But it.is manifestly absurd for a man to throw aside 


his cherished principles as he would a worn-out garment, 
simply because the majority of people .differ with him. 
Even though he may be wrong, if his reason remains un- 
convinced It Is the part of self respect to stand His ground, 
and remain true to himself. 
Blind, unreasoning love 


which neither reproves nor corrects is- no 'better for a 
country than it is in the family circle. 


Right along this line we find some thoughts which were 


expressed in a terse and vigorous style by Dr. William 
Everett in a recent address. It is an'ill-regulated emo- 
tion, declared Dr. Everett, which we place above reason 
and the law of God, when we proclaim our devotion to 
our country right or wrong. 


"What is our country? It is not hills and 


valleys and expanse of territory; it is the men ; 


and women who have set up for themselves a 
government, and it is 'not the men and women 
alone Who live at the present time, but those 
who have gone before and left high- tradi- 
tions and those who will come after .and are 
entitled to a worthy inheritance. If-the gov- 
ernment is the people, is it alone or chiefly 
those to whom the mass of the people have 
confided the making of the laws and the di- 
rection of the government? Our .country is 
every one of us, and true patriotism'is con- 
trolled by reason and conscience in each: of 
us."

It is often, the case that thinking men and women are 


compelled in justice to their own consciences to say or 
do something which may be regarded as. unpatriotic, but 
if by so doing they succeed in keeping alive the conscience 
of the public—which as we are all aware Is all1, too apt 
to become dulled and neglected—them they have per- 
formed a most valuable service to tbTemseiyes and to 
their fellow citizens.

Mr. Alfred Moseley's report on <the re- 
sults of the British industrial commis- 
sion's recent visit to the United States 
was sent by cable directly after its 
appearance in England. 
A full and, 


consequently, much more interesting 
publication of it has been received In 
this cou'ntry;efroin this complete report 
it appears that its author does not 
hesitate to say. that the American work- 
man is a betier one than .his British 
competitor. The principal reason as- 
signed for ,the - former's superiority is 
"that he has received a sounder arid 
broader education, whereby he has been 
•more thoroughly fitted for the-struggles 
o f 'after life/' 
. 
. 
. 
The commission fpund>one great''ele- 
ment of America's successful rivalry in 
the industrial world to -be the readi- 
ness of our manufacturers to adopt the 
'Very latest machinery at whatever cost, 
and, from time to time, .to sacrifice 
large sums by "scrapping" the old 
whenever improvements are made. La- 
bor saving machinery la encouraged by 
American workmen, because, first, it 
saves the men extraordinary manual 
exertion, creates work, increases wages 
and. so tends toward higher standards 
of living. 
The British workman has persistently 
opposed labor saving .machines, actu- 
ated thereto by his belief that they tend 
to decrease work and wages, inasmuch 
as they render unnecessary so many 
men in the accomplishment of the same 
quantity of production. In this respect 
the more intelligent American work- 


man and the leas intelligent 
workman are wholly at variance. Wnsh- 
the latter grudgingly accepts the MOOT 
saving machinery, he minimizes 'its 
utility by refusing-to operate more than 
a single machine; here our -workmen 
are quite willing to operate a number 
of machines, getting from them the 
best results. 
The United States, says Mr. Moseley.. 
is advancing by leaps and bounds, and 
will soon reach that.plane of industrial 
production- and prosperity.which Eng- 
land held fifty .years ago. It has been 
vigorously contended by leading Brit- 
ish authorities, on the subject-that the 
American workman "wears out" physi- 
cally at an earlier age than the Eng£ 
lishman; but the' commission's. reponF 
disputes the correctness, of .this theory, 
as the "former, in consequence, of .labor 
saving machines 'arid the excellence 'of 
the organization of the workshop,. Is 
not required to put forth any gre.ater 
effort in his work than is the case in 
England. Mr. Moseley says that the 
American "is infinitely better paid; 
therefore, better housed, ^ed, clothed, 
and, 
moreover, Is much more sober, 


and, consequently, healthier.'" 
One point which seems to have'par- 
ticularly attracted the ". attention, of 
the commission is the close touch and 
sympathy between the employer and 
employe, which are ''carried "to the ex- 
tent of inviting the men's good offices 
in suggesting factory improvements 
'and better methods of operation and 
production. These suggestions are free- 
ly offered by the American workmen, 
and if found on trial to be valuable 
their authors are liberally compensated 


therefor.

THE POSTOFFICE CHARGES. 


T 


HERE is a disposition among certain administration 


papers to make light of the charges made in con- 
nection with the postofflce-department.,'A careful 


perusal of the letter of S. W. Tutloch, formerly cashier 
of the Washington city postofflce, indicates that there are 
a number of matters which will bear, investigation. And 
Mr. Tulloch, despite the sneers aimed at him, is doing a 
public service in calling attention to these irregularities. 


The Washington' city postofflce appears to have been'; 


from 1899, at least, the vehicle which was used for pay- 
ing various and sundry political debts. . Numerous per- 
sons were placed upon the pay roll and charged to this 
office without any. request of the postmaster. Some were 
put on as laborers when there was no labor for them to 
perform, and in most cases they never appeared to do any 
•work. If there had been any for them to do. Women 
•were, put on as scrub women and charwomen, who. never 
turned their hands in the performance of these lowly but 
useful duties. Many politicians who had to be cared for 
were sent traveling over the United States, ostensibly in 
the interests of the postoffice department, but really to 
give them a semblance of duty in order that they might 
•draw their salaries and expenses. Others were sent to 
Porto Rico and distant points in the alleged Interests of 
the /military division of the department. 
Their accom- 


plishments, however, would not fill a very large book. 


.Mr. Tullocn is probably quite correct when he states 


'that the,verbal instructions given in connection with these 
political appointees were more illuminating than appeared 
from the bare statement of the recorded facts, He was 
told, for example, that certain persons would be placed on 
the pay-roll, and he was given an "allowance" with which 
to pay them, but was told privately not to worry them 
with any duties. The apparent purpose was to give these 
people sinecures for political services rendered or to be 
rendered. There was a great deal of carelessness in the 
matter of vouchers for lump sums for car fares and ex- 
penses, but everything seemed to go upon a free and easy 
plan and .no questions were asked. 
The official who 


made too many protests was relieved of bis job. 


•Taken all in all it seems to have been a clear, case of 


'prostituting that great public Institution, the .postofflce 
department, to the service of a clan of politicians in order 
to pay their campaign debts.

HE state of New Hampshire has just joined with 


Vermont, in the abandonment of; state, prohibition. 


The latter law was enacted in 1855, and has, therefore, 
had a long trial. There are now. but three states left 
in which the prohibitory laws enacted years ago are still 
in effect. 
These are Maine, Kansas and North Dakota! 


In each of these states the law is little more than a farce, 
as, for example, in kansas, where "Joints" .quite' as elabo- 
rately fitted up as the ordinary saloon, are TO be.found?'in 
nearly .every town, doing a large business, and unhin- 
dered, except by an occasional visitation ot Carrie Nation". 


Nearly ait the states that have repealed the state pro- 


hibitory, law have enacted instead a local option law. 
These1 enactments vary in different states. • They all have 
one important and valuable feature, however, that giving 
each community the right to vote upon the question, and 
thus placing the burden of,enforcing the law upon each 
town or city in. such manner as the people of the com- 
munity may direct. 
• 
• 


The local option law ol Vermont is probably the best 


of those which, have been enacted. 
It provides that all 


license fees, in towns that vote :that-way; shall go one- 
half to the "local treasury and one-half for,road building. 
All penalties, which are heavy, are distributed-:in the 
same.w'ay.. Thus a powerful motive is afforded to every 
taxpayer to see that the law is obeyed -and- that there 
shall'be no unlicensed selling. The enforcement of the 
law is in the hands of policeman or sheriff, with a license 
board behind them which is under penalty to. prosecute 
violations of the law. Every person getting, a license is 
under heavy bond from local bondsmen to obey the provi- 
sions of'his license. The number of licenses is restricted 
in-accordance with the population. 


These and many other safeguards make it Inevitable 


that the business must be very profitable in order to 
enable a. man to carry it on legally. And, on the other 
hand, every provision is made against the traffic in com- 
munities which vote against it. The course of these states 
with their local option laws will be watched with interest 
by sociologists and friends of temperance every where..

TRASTED BY ATTORNEYS 
/AT THE NEW COURT HOUSE 


'The old and the new were brought 
nto contest at the dedication of the 
court rooms in the new county court 
house, yesterday. Most of the members 
of "the bar of the city, and a great many 
from other cities in this district, were 
present at the opening of court, and 
tqok, part in the dedication. The pro- 
gram as announced could not be strictly 
followed, owing to the Inability of some 
of the participants to be present. Among 
those who' sent their regrets were ex- 
Senator Thomas M. Bowen, Judge E. 
A. Colburn and Moses Hallett. The 
first mentioned was to have spoken on 
the earlier days of the dlsfrlet court, 
and Judge Colburn on the earlier days 
of the county court, 
"The today of our, courts, is a fitting 
development of our courts of yester- 
day," said Judge T. A. McMorris, in 
opening his address. "<Those of us who 
were here when the courts of our county 
and the courts of our district were or- 
ganized, can understand better than 
anyone else the meaning of this open- 
ing of a new term in, a new court room. 
Moat'of the work whiph fell to the at- 
tention of the .early judges waa set 
down on the criminal calendar, and 
those few civil suits which came before 
them, usually involved some dispute 
over land titles, water rights or grazing 
privileges. Since those days we have 
grown until today we occupy a position 
abreast, with the foremost community, 
arid the adjudication which now occu- 
pies the time of the courts, is that which 
goes, with the development of a, rich and 
prosperous country.

D JURY REPORTS AND

MAKES RECOMMENDATIONS 


The grand jury rendered the following report, as the last act of its official life, to Judge Ltmis, W. Cnn- 


/ningham in the district court at 9 o'clock last evening. 
Accompanying the report 
were several 
indictments 


which are directed, it is believed, against city officials.

' We, the grand jurors, summoned at the January, A.D. 1003, term of the El Paso district court, hereby subniit 


t o said court t h e following report:

We began our work as a grand jury on the 28th day of April. 1903. and have continued the same regularly, 


and without interruption, holding sessions every day unth the present time. We have examined a large number 
of witnesses in regard to the various subjects which have been brought to our attention through proper chan- 
nels, and while we have been able to obtain sufficient evidence, as we believe, to warrant us in finding true bills 
which have been presented to the court, there has been brought before us a considerable mass of evidence relating 
to other matters which we honestly believe should be thoroughly investigated, but which luck of time prevents 
us from considering and arriving at a complete and satisfactory conclusion as to the guilt or the innocence of 
the parties involved. 
Several of these matters, which are of great importance, have required very extensive re- 


search in order to get at what appeared to be the substantial facts upon which proper action of the grand jury 
could be based. 


As we are advised, the order of the court calling the grand jury, was based in part upon 3 petition of the citizens 


and taxpayers of Bl Paso county in relation thereto, requesting an investigation, among other tilings, into the 
affairs of the city of Colorado Springs and El Paso county. In following what we deemed to be our line of duty in 
this regard we have at least partially made such investigation, and we desire to call the attention of the court, 
and the public to. the following matters which we deem worthy of consideration, and which, in our. judgment, ought 
to be corrected:

It has aiso come to our knowledge that it is the practice of the city of Coloradb City to assess and collect 


regular monthly payments from'the keepers .of houses of prostitution, and guarantee to said keepers immunity 
from prosecution, or further molestation on the part of said city; this has been the custom for years. The amoun 
W such payments by such keepers has been the monthly sum of $25. It has further been the practice of said 
city to assess and collect from each prostitute or lewd woman in said city a regular monthly sum of $10, fm 
which a like guarantee of immunity from further prosecution or annoyance is made by said city; and this under 
standing is so well known that in many' cases regularly upon the twentieth of each month-'the keepers of such 
houses visit the office of the police magistrate and there deposit the sum of $25 each for'themselves and $10 fb 
each of the inmates which they report-as at their respective houses. These sums are accepted and received, ani 
charged as fines on the part of the city regularly at such time in the month. Under the guise of ;law this inlquit 
ous practice seems to be sanctioned by a mock judicial proceeding. 


RECOMMENDS ANOTHER GRAND JURY.

We regret that we are compelled to close our labors in the midst, of the investigation of very important 


matters to the citizens and taxpayers of El Paso county. These labors can; only be completed by another grand 
jury which, in our judgment, should be immediately called by this honorable court to .carry on the work which 
haa been begun, but only partially finished. We make this recommendation because we earnestly believe that 
the work of a grand jury, expensive though it be, is less expensive to the citizens and taxpayers than is the con- 
duct of lawless and dishonest officials, who, when unrestrained rby wholesome 
fear of .investigations of this 


character, will plunder and despoil the people.

1 The discharge of the grand jury last 
evening was Impressive. At 9 o'clock 
District Attorney Trowbrldge notified 
Judge Cupnningham'that the Jury de- 
sired to report. Tha, civileourt room was 
lighted and with'an audience of only 
court officers and attaches proceedings 
that took scarcely half an hour began. 
The jurors filed In and occupied seats 
in the jury box. The court asked Uie 
body if the members were ready to re- 
port and J. W. Campbell, ' foreman, 
stated that they were and presented at 
the same time the report and the In- 
dictments to the court.

SHORT LINE WILL 
NOT CONSOLIDATE. 


A Boston news bureau has recently 
published a circular which has been re- 
printed by various newspapers declaring 
that the Denver & Southwestern road 
had recently passed Into the 'hands of 
New York capitalists and that the. Colo- 
rado Springs & Cripple Creek Short Line 
road was to be bought and merged with 
the Southwestern. 
• . ' . '

The circular goes on; to say: "The 
are to consolidate and raise the freight 
and passenger rates. The Southwestern 
of which W. K. Oillett Is president/was, 
formed In Boston to operate a.Hne; be- 
tween Coloradb Springs and 
Cripple 
Creek with 83 miles of main track and 
47 mjles of sidings and spurs. The first 
year it earned 14 per cent upon -its $3,- 
000,000 common stock in addition to its 
15,500,000 bonds and $2,000,000-5 per cent 
preferred stock in 80s. The Coloradb 
Springs & Cripple Creek; railroad was 
built as a result of .these vast earnings 
by a competitive company and one of 
the hardest fought wars of recent years 
was Inaugurated. The passenger rate 
was cut from $2.75 to 25 cent's and mer- 
chandise was 'handled at 5 cents per 
hundred. The last report of the Den- 
ver & Southwestern showed a big de- 
ficit. The war was proving so disas- 
trous on its finances that .efforts were 
made to compromise. Charles A. Park- 
er. chairman of the Colorado Railway 
association, was made arbitrator arid 
the rates were raised. By this settle- 
ment the Denver & Southwestern was 
to receive 68 per cent of the business 
and the Cripple Creek Short Line .32 
per -cent. The road is now hauling the 
greatest tonnage in the history of the 
Cripple Creek district, but owing to the 
rates being; 20 per cent less than form- 
erly It only about pays fixed charges 
and takes care of the sinking fund. The 
Colorado Springs & Cripple Creek, road 
is- In about the same- position with a 
floating debt of. $1,000,000, after having 
refunded a portion of Its debt through 
an Issue of second mortgage bonds. II 
is. hoped- that by consolidating the twc 
roads all: antagonism can -be eliminated 
and the rates raised 10 per cent, which 
would .put • both on a dividend-paying 
basis;"

'these vouchers $46,011.61 have been is-

Col. E. Lawford sends to the Rangoon 
Saactte (India), gome additional particn- 
ars of the shooting of the Digress on the 
Slnve Dagon Pagoda, recently reported, 
lo was told of the presence of tth,e tigress 
ibout 8 o'clock on Monday mornlig, March 
, and went with Captain JonnlrigS^ R. A., 
.he posscsbor of the only sporting rifle 
:o be found in the neghborhood.'to the pa- 
;oda: "On arrival at the pagoda plat- 
'orm we found the wholo place blocked by 
arge and excited crowds of Burmese and 
natives of India, all shouting,at the. top 
of their voices. We were then told for 
he nrst time that the tigress wasvup In 
the pagoda itaelf>and not on the platform, 
which we had w till then fceen led to be- 
ieve. T,he,tigre«e could just be seeVi witb 
the naked eye after her jposltlon had been 
carefully pointed out. She was lying down 
on a ledge which runs round the pagoda 
labout 100 feot up.
